TEAM  (SET)  VISIT  REQUEST  POLICY 


TO:  All  Mission  Employees 

FROM:      Management  Counselor  -  Gregory  W.  Engle 


Regional  Coordinators  (RCs)  have  authority  over  official  travel  to  their  area  of 
responsibility  (AOR  -  see  below).  For  Chief  of  Mission  employees,  Regional 
Embassy  Office  consent  for  travel  is  mandatory  even  if  lodging,  security,  or  other 
life  support  is  not  required.  RCs  may  deny  permission  to  travel  to  their  AOR  if 
scarce  REO  and  SET  resources  cannot  adequately  support  the  trip  or  if  security 
conditions  preclude  achievement  of  the  trip's  intended  purpose.  The  RCs  have 
delegated  handling  trip  requests  to  the  REO/Management  Officers  and/or  the 
REO/RSOs  (varies  by  REO).  To  provide  sufficient  time  for  the  REO  team  to 
determine  if  a  trip  can  be  supported,  travelers  must  submit  the  attached  Trip 
Request  Form  to  either  the  REO  Management  Officer  or  the  REO/RSO  by  email  at 
least  72-hours  prior  to  proposed  travel.  For  SETs  Fallujah  and  Ramadi, 
permission  must  be  obtained  directly  from  the  SET  officer  and,  as  with  all  travel  to 
Anbar  province,  from  the  Baghdad  RSO. 

The  policy,  security,  operational,  and  logistical  demands  of  each  trip  will  be 
weighed  against  the  available  resources  at  the  site  to  determine  when  a  visit  can  be 
facilitated.  Before  arranging  air  or  ground  transport,  the  visit  must  first  be 
approved.  Once  approved,  travelers  can  maKe  their  travel  arrangements.  The  Air 
Transportation  Office  will  refuse  flight  requests  from  Chief  of  Mission  travelers 
who  cannot  produce  a  Trip.  Request  appro ved#by  the  relevant  REO  or  SET.

1.1    Deadly  Force,  Genera! 

1.1A     Definition  of  "Deadly  Force" 

"Deadly  force"  is  the  use  of  any  force  that  is  likely  to  cause  death  or 
serious  physical  injury.  When  an  agent  uses  such  force,  it  may  only  be 
done  consistent  with  this  policy.  Force  that  is  not  likely  to  cause  death 
or  serious  physical  injury,  but  unexpectedly  results  in  such  harm  or 
death,  is  not  governed  by  this  policy. 

l.xB     Probable  Cause  for  the  Use  of  Deadly  Force 

Probable  cause,  reason  to  believe  or  a  reasonable  belief,  for 
purposes  of  this  policy,  means  facts  and  circumstances,  including  the 
reasonable  inferences  drawn  therefrom,  known  to  the  agent  at  the  time 
of  the  use  of  deadly  force,  that  would  cause  a  reasonable  agent  to 
conclude  that  the  point  at  issue  is  probably  true.  The  reasonableness  of 
a  belief  or  decision  must  be  viewed  frorrfthe  perspective  of  the  agent 
on  the  scene,  who  may  often  be  forced  to  make  split-second  decisions 
in  circumstances  that  are  tense,  unpredictable,  and  rapidly  evolving. 
Reasonableness  is  not  to  be  viewed  from  the  calm  vantage  point  of 
hindsight. 

1.2    Deadly  Force  Policy 

1.2A     Principles  oh  Use  of  Deadly  Force

integrity  and  paramount .^afue  of  £ll.bum,an  lif&.  Qonsistejgt  with  that 
primary  value,  but  bdyfcndjtfie  Acfp'a  of^hf'f  rinciples^riiriulated  here, 
is  the  full  commitmentrby'DS  afrd:ths  Drplomatic  SecUtfty* Service  (DSS) 
to  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  prevent  the  need  to  use  deadly  force,  as 
reflected  in  DS  training  and  procedures.  Yet  even  the  best  prevention

(Effective  Date:  11-20-1998) 
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policies  are  on  occasion  insufficient,  as  when  an  agent  serving  a  warrant 
or  conducting  surveilla^c«*S;d©rffroi>fod.Mtlsf  a  {hteatftS^niSV  her  life. 
With  respect  to  these  ^tcikiorfs  kradiir:  keeping  j/vfth  tti£!vaige  of 
protecting  all  human  life,  the  touchstone  of  the  DSS  policy  regarding 
the  use  of  deadly  force  is  necessity.  Use  of  deadly  force  must  be 
objectively  reasonable  under  all  the  circumstances  known  to  the  agent 
at  the  time. 

1.2B    Permissible  Uses 

a.  The  necessity  to  use  deadly  force  arises  when  all  other  available 
means  of  preventing  imminent  and  grave  danger  to  agents  or  other 
persons  have  failed  or  would  be  likely  to  fail.  Thus,  employing  deadly 
force  is  permissible  when  there  is  no  safe  alternative  to  using  such 
force,  and  without  it  the  agent  or  others  would  face  imminent  and  grave 
danger.  An  agent  is  not  required  to  place  himself  or  herself,  another 
agent  or  officer,  a  suspect,  or  the  public  in  unreasonable  danger  of 
death  or  serious  physical  injury  before  using  deadly  force.  DSS  special 
agents  will  fire  at  a  person  only  in  response  to  an  imminent  threat  of 
deadly  force  or  serious  physical  injury  against  the  agent,  protectees,  or 
other  individuals.* 

b.  Determining  whether  deadly  force  is  necessary  may  involve 
instantaneous  decisions  that  encompass  many  factors,  such  as  the 
likelihood  that  the  subject  will  use  deadly  force  on  the  agent  or  others  if 
such  force  is  not  used  by  the  agent;  the  agent's  knowledge  that  the 
subject  will  likely  acquiesce  in  arrest  or  recapture  if  the  agent  uses 
lesser  force  or  no  force  at  all;  the  capabilities  of  the  subject;  the 
presence  of  other  persons  who  may  be  at  risk  if  force  is  or  is  not  used; 
and  the  nature  and  the  severity  of  the  subject's  criminal  conduct  or  the 
danger  posed. 

c.  Deadly  force  should  never  be  used  upon  mere  suspicion  that  a 
crime,  no  matter  how  serious,  was  committed,  or  simply  upon  the 
agent's  determination  that  probable  cause  would  support  the  arrest  of 
the  person  being  pursued  or  arrested  for  the  commission  of  a  crime. 

1.2C    Fleeing  Felons 

DSS  special  agents  can  only  use  deadly  force  to  prevent  the  escape 
of  a  fleeing  subject  if  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe: 

(1)  The  subject  has  committed  a  felony  involving  the  infliction  or 
threatened  infliction  of  a  serious  physical  injury  or  death;  and

1.2D-1  Intermediate  Force 

If  force  less  than  deadly  force  could  reasonably  be  expected  to 
accomplish  the  same  end,  such  as  the  arrest  of  a  dangerous  fleeing 
subject,  without  unreasonably  increasing  the  danger  to  the  agent  or  to 
others,  then  it  must  be  used.  Deadly  force  is  not  permissible  in  such 
circumstances,  although  the,  reasonableness  of  the  DSS  special  agent's 
— ujidei^tajadjj3g--at-tb^ 

for  assessing  applications  of  this  policy. 

1.2D-2  Verbal  Warnings 

Prior  to  using  deadly  force,  if  feasible,  DSS  agents  will  audibly  • 
•   command  the  subject  to  submit  to  their  authority.  If,  however,  giving 
such  a  command  would  itself  pose  a  risk  of  death  or  serious  physical 
injury  to  the  agent  br  others,  it  need  not  be  given. 

1.2E     Warning  Shots  and  Shooting  to  Disable 

a.  Warning  shots  are  not  authorized.  Discharge  of  a  firearm  is 
usually  considered  to  be  permissible  only  under  the  same  circumstances 
when  deadly  force  may  be  used— that  is,  only  when  necessary  to 
prevent  loss  of  life  or  serious  physical  injury.  Warning  shots  themselves 
may  pose  dangers  to  the  special  agent  or  others. 

b.  Attempts  to  shoot  to  wound  or  to  injure  are  unrealistic  and, 
because  of  high  miss  rates  and  poor  stopping  effectiveness,  can  prove 
dangerous  for  the  officer  and  others.  Therefore,  shooting  merely  to 
disable  is  strongly  discouraged. 

1.2F     Motor  Vehicles  and  Their  Occupants 

Shooting  to  disable  a  moving  motor  vehicle  is  forbidden.  A  DSS 
agent  who  has  reason  to  believe  that  a  driver  or  occupant  poses  an 
imminent  danger  of  death  or  serious  physical  injury  to  the  agent  Or  ' 
others  may  fire  at  the  driver  or  ah  occupant  only  when  such  shots  are 
necessary  to  avoid  death  or  serious  physical  injury  to  the  agent  or 
another,  and  only  if  the  public  safety  benefits  of  using  such  force

Subject:  COM  PSD  Team  fires  on  aggressive  vehicle. 
Reporting  Office:  RSO  TOC  -  Baghdad 

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  six  rounds  into  approaching  vehicle. 

On  Saturday,  Sept  3,  2005  at  approximately  1705  hours  a  Blackwater  PSD 
team  based  at  Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO)  Al-Hillah  fired  six  shots  into 
trie  grill  of  a  tractor  trailer  truck  that  rapidly  approached  the  motorcade 
from  the  rear.  The  PSD  team  was  moving  COM  personnel  on  official 
business.  This  incident  took  place  in  Babil  Province. 

A  local  tractor  trailer  rapidly  approached  the  PSD  motorcade  from  the  rear. 
The  PSD  Counter  Assault  Vehicle  (CAV)  fired  a  pen  flare  and  made  hand 
signals  warning  the  driver  of  the  tractor  trailer  to  keep  a  safe  distance.  The 
driver  of  the  track  ignored  thes'e  warnings,  the  truck  never  slowed  down  or 
came  to  a  stop. 

As  the  truck  approached  within  15  meters  of  the  PSD  CAV,  the  right  rear 
and  well  gunner  PSD  CAV  personnel  fired  three  shots  each  into  the  grill  of 
the  truck.  The  truck  swerved  to  the  right  side  of  the  road,  and  came  to  a 
sudden  stop.  A  passing  PSD  team  reported  the  truck  had  lost  its  load, 
observing  a  bulldozer'l^yiqg^ipsjd^  dtrwji'nejS  WShe  jraiief:

Subject:  Indirect  Fire  and  Suspicious  Activity  at  REO  Basrah 
Reporting  Office:  RSO  TOC  -  Baghdad 

Summary:  At  approximately  0337,  RSO  Basrah  reported  that  several 
rounds  of  indirect  fire  had  been  directed  against  the  REO  compound.  RSO 
Basrah  reported  four  107  rockets  were  fired  from  three  different  locations 
towards  the  REO  compound.  Three  of  the  rockets  went  over  the  REO 
compound  and  one  rocket  struck  the  trailer  roof  of  a  DynCorp  PSD  member, 
skipped  off  the  roof  and  landed  in  the  Romanian  controlled  sector.  The 
rocket  didn't  penetrate  the  trailer  and  it  didn't  explode  when  it  eventually 
landed.  No  injuries  or  damage  were  reported.  RSO  Basrah  further  reported 
that  nearly  simultaneous  with  the  indirect  fire,  a  group  of  local  nationals  was 
observed  stacking  tires  approximately  1000  meters  from  the  REO  front  gate.

Summary:  On  September  16,  2005  at  approximately  0335  hours,  two 
unknown  individuals  approached  guard  tower  5, ;  Ijocated  on  the  western 
perimeter  of  Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO)  Basrah  compound.  The  two 
individuals  came  from  the  residential  area  that  is  adjacent  to  the  REO.  One 
individual  fired  at  the  tower  with  an  automatic  weapon.  Two  local  guards 
manning  separate  guard  towers  fired  at  the  two  unidentified  individuals. 
One  of  the  two  unidentified  individuals  was  holding  a  rocket  propelled 
grenade  (RPG)  but  was  unable  to  fire  it  because  of  the  guards  returning  fire. 
The  two  unidentified  individuals  fired  one  more  burst  of  automatic  weapon 
fire  and  ran  back  towards  the  residential  neighborhood.  The  British  military 
was  notified  and  responded  with  a  patrol,  they  were  unable  to  locate  the 
unidentified  individuals.  '

Subject:  COM  PSD  Team  (Echo  12)  fires  on  aggressive  vehicle. 
Reporting  Office:  *RSO  TOC  -  Baghdad 

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  two  rounds  into  approaching  vehicle. 

On  September  17,  2005  at  approximately  0948  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en 
route  from  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  to  a  location  in  the  Red  Zone 
encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade  was  traveling  to  a 
location  south  of  the  International  Zone  and  a  vehicle  operated  by  one  male 
attempted  multiple  times  to  disrupt  the  integrity  of  the  motorcade.  The 
follow  vehicle,  well  gunner  gave  hand  and  verbal  signals  for  the  vehicle  to 
stop,  the  vehicle  slowed  down  and  sped  up  several  times  towards  the 
direction  of  the  motorcade.  The  well  gunner  continued  to  use  hand  and 
verbal  signals  in  an  attempt  to  stop  the  vehicle  but  the  driver  ignored  all  of 
the  warnings  and  the  well  gunner  fired  three  rounds  into  the  grill  of  the 
vehicle.  The  vehicle  was  approximately  50  meters  away  from  the  motorcade 
when  the  shots  were  fired.  The  vehicle  immediately  came  to  a  controlled 
stop  in  the  roadway.  The  PSD  motorcade's  rear  vehicle  had  a  clearly  visible 
sign  that  stated  in  English  and  Arabic,  "Warning  Stay  Back  100  meters".  It 
didn't  appear  the  occupant  was  injured.  The  motorcade  continued  to  their 
destination.  No  COM  personnel  were  injured  during  the  incident.

Subject:  Al-Hillah  static  guard  shoots  a  dog  on  the  compound  . 
Reporting  Office:  *RSO TOC  -  Baghdad 

Summary:  A  static  guard  at  REO  Al-Hillah  shoots  a  stray  dog  on  the 
compound. 

On  September  24,  2005  at  approximately  0930  hrs,  a  stray  dog  entered  the 
Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO)  in  Al-Hillah.  The  dog  entered  the 
helicopter  pad  area  where  the  outer  perimeter  walls  are  low.  Once  inside  the 
compound  the  dog  attempted  to  attack  several  people.  The  dog  was  captured 
by  KBR  vector  personnel  by  a  large  net.  The  dog  began  to  bite  through  the 
net  and  was  able  stick  his  head  out  through  the  net.  A  REO  Al-Hillah  static 
guard  shot  the  dog  once  and  the  dog  continued  to  chew  through  the  net,  the 
dog  was  shot  a  second  time  and  the  dog  stopped  moving.  At  1505  hrs, 
ARSO  Anthony  Hill  was  told  that  a  KBR  employee  was  bit  on  the  ankle  by 
the  stray  dog.  The  KBR  employee  was  given  appropriate  shots  by  the  medic 
on  compound  and  is  being  transported  by  medevac  helicopter  to  the 
International  Zone  (IZ)  in  Baghdad  for  further  treatment.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  one  round  into  approaching  vehicle. 

On  September  27,  2005  at  approximately  1002  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en 
route  from  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  to  a  location  in  the  Red  Zone 
encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade  was  exiting  a  two  lane 
roadway  and  merging  onto  a  three-four  land  roadway.  The  motorcade  was 
stopped  in  traffic  and  the  follow  vehicle's  left  rear  gunner  opened  the  door 
and  began  to  give  hand  and  verbal  signals  for  traffic  behind  the  motorcade  to 
stop.  The  left  rear  gunner  observed  a  four  door  white  sedan,  occupied  by  a 
single  male  pass  stopped  traffic  and  travel  towards  the  direction  of  the 
motorcade.  The  follow  vehicle  left  rear  gunner  continued  to  give  hand  and 
verbal  signals  in  an  attempt  to  'stop  the  vehicle  but  the  driver  ignored  all  of 
the  warnings  and  the  left  rear  gunner  fired  one  round  into  the  grill  of  the 
vehicle.  The  vehicle  was  approximately  50  meters  away  from  the  motorcade 
when  the  shot  was  fired.  The  vehicle  pulled  to  the  left  side  of  the  roadway 
and  came  to  a  controlled  stop.  The  PSD  motorcade's  rear  vehicle  had  a 
clearly  visible  sign  that  stated  in  English  and  Arabic,  "Warning  Stay  Back 
100  meters".  It  didn't  appear  the  occupant  was  injured.  The  motorcade

SUBJECT:  COM  PSD  Team  fires  on  aggressive  vehicle

REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSO  shop  -  REO  Al  Hillah 

SUMMARY:  Blackwater  PSD  Team  fires  rounds  into  approaching  vehicle 
while  en  route  back  to  REO  Al  Hillah. 

On  October  22,  2005,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en  route  back  to  REO  Al-  Hillah 
encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  Approximately  1520  hours  a  white 
flatbed  truck  was  noticed  moving  from  the  rear  of  the  motorcade  at  a  high 
rate  of  speed.  The  Right  Rear  Gunner  opened  his  door  and  gave  hand 
signals  for  the  driver  to  stop.  The  driver  continued  toward  the  motorcade. 
The  Well  Gunner  and  Left  Rear  Gunner  both  fired  pin  flares  at  the  vehicle. 
The  vehicle  continued  toward  the  motorcade.  The  Right  Rear  Gunner 
fearing  for  the  safety  of  the  motorcade  discharged  his  weapon.  Two  shots 
hit  the  front  grill  area  of  the  truck  and  two  shots  hit  the  right  front  tire  of  the 
truck.  The  flatbed  truck  came  to  a  stop  and  the  driver  appeared  to  be 
unharmed.  The  motorcade  continued  to' REO  Al  Hillah  without  further 
incident.

The  FBI  Legatt  office  here  at  the  Embassy  is  pursuing  a  criminal  investigation  into  the  Sept  19, 
2005  VBIED  attack  that  killed  SA  Sullivan  and  three  Blackwater  contractors.  As  an  initial  step, 
they  would  like  to  speak  with  the  EOD  technicians  who  processed  the  blast  scene,  as  well  as  the 
medical  team  that  examined  the  bodies.  Steve  Sexton  recommended  that  we  contact  you  now 
for  that  contact  information,  if  possible.  Additionally: 

1 .  What  happened  to  the  physical  remains  of  the  suicide  bomber  after  the  attack? 

2.  What  happened  to  any  physical  evidence  from  the  blast  site?  We  saw  photos  of  an 
artillery  shell  fragment,  for  example.  Who  is  holding  that  evidence  now? 

3.  Where  are  the  two  vehicles  (the  VBIED  vehicle  and  the  Blackwater  vehicle)  located 
now?

SUBJECT:  COM  PSD  -  Fires  on  aggressive  vehicle 
REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSOAlHillah 

SUMMARY:  On  November  2,  2005  at  approximately  1400  hrs,  a  COM 
PSD  en  route  from  Al  Kut  to  REO  Al  Hillah  encountered  an  aggressive 
vehicle.  The  motorcade  slowed  as  it  approached  an  Iraqi  check  point.  The 
three  rear  observers  from  the  Counter  Assault  Vehicle  (CAV)  noticed  a  grey, 
sedan  approaching  from  the  rear  of  the  motorcade.  There  is  a  large  decal  on 
the  rear  of  the  CAV  that  states  in  Arabic  and  English  "WARNING  STAY 
BACK  100  METERS."

On  November  22,  2005  at  approximately  9:30  a.m.,  a  COM  PSD  Team  had 
just  arrived  at  a  venue  in  the  red  zone.  Several  local  residents  placed  boxes 
in  the  roadway  as  a  makeshift  roadblock  so  traffic  would  not  proceed 
towards  the  direction  of  the  staged  motorcade.  The  makeshift  roadblock  was 
approximately  50  meters  from  the  venue.  A  white  pickup  truck  driven  by  a 
single  occupant  drove  around  the  makeshift  roadblock  towards  a  member  of 
the  advance  team  who  was  in  the  middle  of  the  roadway.  The  advance  team 
member  used  verbal  and  hand  signals  in  an  attempt  to  get  the  vehicle  to  stop. 
When  the  vehicle  was  approximately  30  meters  from  the  team  member,  he 
fired  one  round  into  the  grill  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle  reversed  away  from 
the  team  member  and  around  the  makeshift  roadblock  and  departed  the 
scene.

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I.  INTRODUCTION 

This  policy  is  in  accordance  with  U.S.  Department  of  State  Foreign  Affairs  Manual  12  FAM  023 
and  applies  to  all  individuals  who  are  under  Chief  of  Mission  (COM)  Authority. 

In  accordance  with  22  USC  3927,  the  COM  is  the  ultimate  authority  in  determining  who  may 
possess  and  carry  firearms  and  under  what  conditions.  This  policy  applies  to  all  U.S.  citizens 
and  their  dependents  (whether .  civilian  or  military),  direct-hire  or  contractor,  permanently 
assigned  to  Post  or  on  temporary  assignment,  who  fall  under  COM  authority.  (NOTE:  This 
excludes  those  under  a  U.S .  Military  Regional  Combatant  Commander.) 

This  policy  also  applies  to  all  foreign  national  employees,  third  country  nationals,  and 
contractors  who  may  be  authorized,  to  possess  and/or  carry  firearms,  as  a  result  of  their  duties 
within  the  Mission.  Furthermore,  this  policy  is  only  valid  within  the  territory  of  Iraq. 

The  regulations  and  guidelines  contained  vvithin  this  Mission  Firearms  Policy  (MFP)  supplement 
the  official  weapons  policies  of  the  various  Agencies  represented  at  Post.  In  areas  in  which  this 
MFP  and  those  official  weapons  policies  vary,  the  more  restrictive  guidelines  will  be  followed. 

Finally,  all  individuals  subject  to  the  MFP  must  acknowledge  in  writing  that  they  have  read, 
understand,  and  will  comply  with  the  MFP. 

II.  DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  the  MFP,  official  "firearms"  are  defined  as  those  weapons  owned  by  the  U.S. 
.  Government,  or  personally  owned  firearms  that  are:  (1)  authorized  for  use  by  employees  serving 
in  security,  law  enforcement,  or  similar  positions;  and  (2)  required  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties. 

"Personal"  firearms  are  defined  as  those  weapons  owned  by  an  employee  and  intended  for 
sporting  purposes.  / 

"Employee"  is  an  all-inclusive  term  for  individuals  subject  to  COM  authority. 

"Armed"  is  defined  as  actively  carrying  a  firearm  on'  one's  person.  Not  within  a  carrying  case  or 
accompanied  baggage.  .•• 

m.      DEADLY  FORCE 

Deadly  force  is  the  use  of  any  f&cfe  thit  is  liJ&lj'  fb!  cause  <jfiih  of  Sertous  physical  injury.  When 
an  individual  under  COM  authority*  tffies  sfteh:ferce,»k*may  orJy*be  doae'tensistent  with  this 
policy.

Probable  cause,  reason* to  b*e*tieve  or  a Vasonable*  belief*  for  W  purposes  of  this  policy,  means 
facts  and  circumstances,  including  the  reasonable  inferences  drawn,  known  to  the  individual  at 
the  time  of  the  use  of  deadly  force,  that  would  cause  a  reasonable  person  to  conclude  that  the 
point  at  issue  is  probably  true.  The  reasonableness  of  a  belief  or  decision  must  be  viewed  from 
the  perspective  of  the  individual  on  the  scene,  who  may  often  be  forced  to  make  split  second 
decisions  on  circumstances  that  are  tense,  unpredictable,  and  rapidly  evolving.  Reasonableness  is 
not  to  be  viewed  from  the  calm  vantage  point  of  hindsight. 

Principles  on  Use  of  Deadly  Force 

The  United  States  Department  of  State  recognizes  and  respects  the  integrity  and  paramount  value 
of  all  human  life..  Consistent  with  that  primary  value,  but  beyond  the  scope  of  the  principles 
articulated  here  is  the  commitment  by  the  State  Department  and  the  United  States  Mission 
Baghdad  to  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  prevent  the  need  to  use  deadly  force.  The  touchstone  of 
Embassy  Baghdad  policy  regarding  the  use  of  deadly  force  is  necessity.  The  use  of  deadly  force 
must  be  objectively  reasonable  under  all  the  circumstances  known  to  the  individual  at  the  time. 

Permissible  Uses.  x 

a.  The  necessity  to  use  deadly  force  arises  when  all  other  available  means  of  preventing 
imminent  and  grave  danger  to  a  specific  individual  or  other  persons  have  failed  or  would 
be  likely  to  fail.  Thus,  employing  deadly  force  is -permissible  when  there  is  no  safe 
alternative  to  using  such  force,  and  without  the  use  of  deadly  force,  the  individual  or 
others  would  face  imminent  and  grave  danger.  An  individual  is  not  required  to  place 
himself  or  herself,  another  mission  member,  other  known  or  unknown  individuals  or  the 
public  in  unreasonable  danger  or  death  or  serious  injury  before  using  deadly  force. 
Individuals  under  COM  authority  will  discharge  a  firearm  at  a  person  only  in  response  to 
an  imminent,  threat  of  deadly  force  or  serious  physical  injury  against  the  individual,  those 
under  the  protection  of  the  individual,  or  other  individuals. 

b.  Determining  whether  deadly  force  is  necessary  may  involve  instantaneous  decisions  that 
encompass  many  factors,  such  as  the  likelihood  that  the  subject  will  use  deadly  force-  on 
the  individual  or  others  if  such' force  is  .  not  used  by  the  individual;  the  individual's 
knowledge  of  the  capabilities  of  the  threatening  party  or  situation;  the  presence  of  other 
persons  who  may  be  at  risk  if  force  is  not  used;  and  the  nature  and  the  severity  of  the 
subject's  conduct  or  the  danger  posed. 

IV.      AUTHORITY  TO  CARRY  FIREARMS 

Only  employees  whose  responsibilities  involve  security,  law  enforcement,  or  similar  duties  may 
be  authorized  to  carry  firearms  by.the.CQM  in  the  perfqrmance.of  their  official  duties.

To  obtain  authorization  to  carry  a  firearm,  each  Agency  Head  or.  Section  Chief  must  obtain 
written  approval  for  each  employee.  The  request  must  be  submitted' to  the  COM  via  the 
Regional  Security  Office  (RSO).  COM  authority  to  carry  firearms  is  valid  for  the  duration  of  an 
employee's  tour  of  duty  and  may  be  rescinded  and/or  amended  at  any  time  by  the  RSO  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  COM.  Blanket  authorization  will  not  be  issued  for  any  office. 

Certain  U.S.  uniformed  military  units  assigned  in  support  of  the  COM  have  been  granted  blanket 
authorization  to  carry  firearms  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties.  However,  these  units 
must  still  abide  by  the  MFP  (armed)  carry  policy  within  Mission  Facilities.  Annex  A  lists  the 
units  granted  blanket  authorization. 

COM  authority  to  carry  firearms  does  not  automatically  imply  that  an  employee  has  the 
authorization  to  be  armed  within  Mission  facilities.  Employees  with  the  authority  to  carry 
firearms  but  not  to  be  armed  within  Mission  facilities  are"  authorized  to  transport  unloaded 
firearms  to  and  from  secure  storage  facilities. within  Mission  facilities. 

V.  CARRY  POLICY  WITHIN  MISSION  FACILITIES 

All  personnel  entering  mission  facilities  must  download  their  weapons  (chamber  empty, 
magazine  removed  and  weapon  on  safe)  at  an  approved  clearing  barrel  next  to  all  facility 
entrances.  The  only  personnel  authorized  to  ■  carry  loaded  firearms  (armed)  within  Mission 
•  facilities  are  RSO  personnel*  Mission  guard  force  personnel,  Marine  Security  Guards,  FAST 
Marines,  Military  units  in  support  of  the  COM,  and  all  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  that 
are  under  COM. 

VI.  PROTECTIVE  SECURITY  DETAILS  NOT  UNDER  COM 

Most  protective  security  details  will  not  be  authorized  access  onto  Mission  facilities.  However, 
with  prior  notification  and  approval  from  the.  RSb,  protective  details  may  be  allowed  onto 
Mission  facilities  in  order  to  drop  their  protectee  Jat  the  entrance  to  a  facility.  If  this  is 
authorized,  the  AIC  of  the  detail  may  also  be  permitted  to  disembark  from  his/her  vehicle  and 
escort  the  protectee  within  Mission  facilities.  All  other  detail  personnel  must  remain  inside  their 
vehicle(s)  at  all  times.

The  COM  requires  that  all  employees  'covered  by  'this  *  MFP  *3re  adequately  trained  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  safe  handling,  firing,  transport,  and  storage  of  firearms  in  their  control  or 
custody.  Each  Agency  Head  or  Section  Chief  is  responsible  and  will  be  held  accountable  for 
ensuring  and  certifying  that  the  employee  has  been  adequately  trained  and  is  knowledgeable  in 
the  aforementioned  requirements.  Agency  Heads  and/or  Section  Chiefs  will  also  be  required  to 
confirm  firearm  proficiency  levels  for  each  employee  in  writing  to  the  RSO  when  requesting 
COM  authority  to  carry  a  firearm.  The  RSO  may  require  verification  of  proficiency  in  each  case. 

The  Mission  is  not  responsible  for  providing  firearms  familiarization,  training,  or  qualifications. 
The  Mission  accepts  no  responsibility  or  liability  for  the  misuse  of  firearms  that  are  carried  in 
accordance  with  this  MFP. 

VIII.  PERSONAL  FIREARMS 

Personal  firearms  are  not  authorized  at  Post.  This  includes  firearms  that  have  been  procured 
locally,  imported  into  Iraq  or  acquired  from  any  source  other  than  official  U.S.  Government 
procurement.  Personnel  who  have  acquired  personal  firearms  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the 
U.S..  Mission  must  surrender  the  firearm(s)  to  the  RSO  office.  Any  violation  of  this  policy  will 
lead  to  immediate  expulsion  from  Post. 

IX.  SHIPMENT 

Official  firearms  assigned  to  employees  who  have  received  COM  authority  must  be  shipped  to 
Post  in  accordance  with  State  Department :  regulations  and  consistent  with  this  MFP.  Only 
official  firearms  may  be  shipped  to  post. 

Absent  specific  authorization  from  the  COM,  employees  may  not  ship  firearms  or  L 

£J   jprocured  in  Iraq  to  the  U.S.  or  any  other  country.  Additionally,  employees 

are  advised,  that  all  authorized  firearms  brought  into  the  country  must  be  shipped  out  at  the  end 
of  their  assignment. 

X.  STORAGE 

Except  when  being  carried  in  the  performance  of  official  duties  and  consistent  with  the  relevant 
procedures  of  this  MFP,  employees  with  official  firearms  must  secure  them  in  an  appropriate 
storage  container,  as  approved  by  the  RSO. 

Each  individual  employee  will  be  responsible  for  the  proper  storage  of  all  official  firearms  within 
their  custody  and/or  control.  However,  each  Agency  Head  or  Section  Chief  is  ultimately 
responsible  for  ensuring  and  certifying  that  all  weapons  under  his/her  purview  are  stored  in 
accordance  with  this  MFP.

Employees  authorized  by  the  COM  to  possess  firearms  are  expected  to  exercise  good  judgment 
and  reasonable  caution,  in  order  to  avoid  negligent  discharges  or  other  safety-related  issues. 
Employees  who  exhibit  safety  concerns  will  be  subject  to  disciplinary  action  per  the  MFP. 

Due  to  safety  concerns,  loaded  shoulder  weapons  and  [  .  „   jare  not 

permitted  within  Mission  facilities,  except  for  RSO  personnel,  Marine  Security  Guards,  Marine 
Security  Forces  and  other  individuals  assigned  internal  defense  duties;  Violations  of  this  policy 
may  lead  to  the  immediate  expulsion  from  Mission  facilities. 

XT!     INTERNAL  DEFENSE 

The  RSO  office  is  solely  responsible  for  coordinating  internal  defense  for  Mission  facilities.  In 
the  event  the  internal  defense  plan  is  activated,  all  mission  personnel  must  follow  the  direction 
and  guidance  of  internal  defense  forces  personnel.  Personnel  who  are  not  a  part  of  the  internal 
defense  plan  must  not  interfere  with  or  "assist"  internal  defense  forces.  Protective  security 
details  have  no  internal  defense  responsibilities  except  to  cover  their  respective  protectees. 

Xffl!    INVENTORY  REQUIREMENTS 

Each  Agency  Head  and  Section  Chief  is  required  to  maintain  an  inventory  of  all  firearms  and 

  ^mamtained  by  their  office.  A  copy  of  the  inventory  must  be  provided 

to  the  RSO  by  January  1  of  each  year. 

XTV.    RESTRICTION  ON  THE  USE  OF  ALCOHOL  AND  DRUGS 

Employees  will  not  consume  any  alcoholic  beverages  while  armed  or  consume  any  alcohol  six 
hours  prior  to  working.  When  an  employee's  agency  has  a  more  restrictive  policy  regarding  the 
consumption  of  alcohol,  the  more  restrictive  policy  will  apply.  Employees  using  any 
prescription  medication  that  would  impair  their  judgment  may  not  carry  a  firearm.  Use  of  illegal 
drugs  or  controlled  substances  while  armed  is  strictly  prohibited.  An  employee  who  is  caught 
breaking  this  policy  will  be  relieved  of  their  duties  and  be  denied  future  access  to  the  Embassy 
compound. 

XV.     INCIDENTS  OR  ACCIDENTS  INVOLVING  FIREARMS 

In  addition  to  whatever  reporting  obligations  are  required  by  the  respective  Agencies,  employees 
must  immediately  report  the  following  events,  verbally  to  the  RSO/TOC  Room  N100E,  and 
submit  a  written  report  within  24  hours:

XVI.   NON-U.S.G.  PERSONNEL 

Normally,  only  personnel  authorized  by  the  COM  will  be  permitted  to  carry  firearms  within 
Mission  facilities.  However,  through  prior  coordination  with  the  RSO,  exceptions,  such  as  third 
country  national  and  local  national  bodyguards  accompanying  their  protectee  or  high-ranking 
police  or  military  officers,  may  be  granted  specific  exceptions  to  this  prohibition.  Third  country 
national  personnel  (Mission  Protective  security  services  personnel)  employed  by  the  U.S. 
Mission  maybe  authorized  to  carry  firearms  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

All  offices  requesting  an  exception  to  this  regulation  must  coordinate  these  requests  with  the 
RSO  at  least  24-hour  in  advance.  The  office  responsible  for  coordinating  the  visit  may  be  tasked 
to  provide  armed-escorts. 

XVII.  ISSUING  WEAPONS  TO  LOCALLY  ENGAGED  STAFF 

Official  firearms  will  not  be*issuedto  Locally  Engaged  Staff  (LES)  for  any  reason.

COM  authorization  to  carry  firearms  requires  the  employee  to  exercise  sound  judgment  and 
caution.  Non-judicious  use  of  firearms,  to  include  inappropriate  display -or  operation  of  a 
firearm,  possession  of  a  firearm  while  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  or  drugs,  and  similar  acts  of 
gross  negligence  may  result  in  disciplinary  action  including  the  revocation  of  COM  authority  to 
carry  firearms  and/or  removal  from  Post.  Other  violations  of  MFP  may  also  result  in  disciplinary 
action. 

XX.    RULES  OF  ENGAGEMENT  (ROE) 
Permissible  Uses  of  Deadly  Force 

The  necessity  to  use  deadly  force  arises  when  all  other  available  means  of  preventing  imminent 
and  grave  danger  to  PSS  or  other  persons  have  failed  or  would  be  likely  to  fail.  Thus,  employing 
deadly  force  is  permissible  when  there  is  no  safe  alternative  to  using  such  force,  and  without  it 
the  PSS  or  others  would  face  imminent  and  grave  danger.  A  PSS  is- not  required  to  place  himself 
or  herself,  another  PSS,  or  the  public  in  unreasonable  danger  of  death  or  serious  physical  injury 
before  using  deadly  force,  the  PSS  will  fire  at  a  person  only  in  response  to  an  imminent  threat 
of  deadly  force  or  serious  physical  injury  against  the  PSS,  protectees,  or  other  individuals. 

Warning  Shots  and  Shooting  to  Disable 

Warning  shots  are  not  authorized.  At  no  time  will  a  weapon  be  fired  into  the  ground  or  air  as  a 
warning  to  stop  a  threat.  Warning  shots  may  pose  dangers  to  PSS  or  others  in  the  vicinity  of 
where  the  shot  was  fired. 


XXI.  REVISIONS 


The  MFP  may  be  revised  periodically  as  required.  The  RSO  will.be  responsible  for  revising  and 
updating  the  MFP  and  will  notify  Mission  personnel  of  all  changes  as  they  occur.

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT  FORM 


I  understand  that  the  Chief  of  Mission  will  not  condone  the  use  of  a  firearm  for  any  reason  other 
than  self-defense  -  when  the  individual  reasonably  believes  he/she  or  another  person  is  in 
immediate  and  imminent  danger  of  death  or  grievous  bodily  harm.  The  sole  purpose  for  drawing 
and  discharging  a  firearm  at  another  person  is  to  STOP  the  assailant  from  continuing  what  is 
believed  to  be  a  DIRECT,  IMMINENT,  AND  LIFE-THREATENING  ATTACK. 

I  am  aware  that  the  standards  of  conduct  for  individuals  authorized  to  carry  a  firearm  (concealed 
or  not)  or  to  use  a  firearm  are  no  different  than  those  of  personnel  who  are  unarmed.  All 
individuals  must  avoid  situations  that  place  them  at  risk. 

U.S.  Law  Enforcement,  military,  or  security-related  personnel  may  perform  his/her  prescribed 
duties,  including  carrying  a  firearm  in  Iraq,  only  to  the  extent  permitted  by  local  law  and  as 
authorized  by  the  Chief  of  Mission. 

The  approval  of  this  request  is  only  the  Chief  of  Mission's  authorization' for  me  to  use  a  firearm 
in  the  country.  I  understand  that  any  use  of  this  firearm,  including  its  discharge  or  public 
display,  will  be  investigated  by  Regional  Security  Office  personnel  and  may  be  grounds  for 
disciplinary  action.  The  following  rules  of  engagement  will  guide  any  such  investigation. 

1 .  Use  of  this  firearm  is  authorized  only  as  delineated  in  the  MFP. 

2.  I  will  only  use  firearm(s)  with  which  I  am  qualified  per  my  agency/department 
standards  and  regulations. 

3.  I  will  not  consume  alcohol  or  controlled  substances  and  carry  a  weapon  contrary  to 
the  terms  set  forth  in  the  MFP. 

4.  I  have  read,  understand  and  will  abide  by  the  standards  of  conduct  as  set  forth  in  the 
most  current  Mission  Firearms  Policy.

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GENERAL 


This  manual  serves  as  the  Standard  Operating  Procedures  for  contract  protective  security 
specialists  and  support  personnel  operating- under  Chief  of  Mission  (COM)  authority  in  Iraq. 
All  contract  personnel  are  required  to  read,  understand  and  abide  by  these  SOPs. 

A  signed  U.S.  Embassy  Mission  Firearms  Policy  acknowledgment  form  will  be  completed 
and  submitted  to  the  Protection  Officer  prior  to  issuance  of  an  Embassy  ID  card,  firearms  or 
any  other  government  furnished  equipment. 

US  EMBASSY 


The  US  Embassy  Iraq  is  located  in  the  coalition  controlled  International  Zone  (IZ).  The  IZ  is 
Jocated  along  the  Tigris  River  in  the  heart  of  downtown  Baghdad.  The  Chancery  I  j  b 

\   is  located  within  the  IZ  and  north  of  the  Embassy  Annex.  The  Embassy  Annex  is 

the  primary  work  area  for  most  Embassy  personnel.  Most  Departments  within  the  United 
States  Government  have  offices  within  the  Embassy.  Additionally,  within  the  Embassy 
Annex  are  personnel  from  the  United  Nations,  NATO  and  Multi-National  Forces  Iraq.  Many 
Iraqi  nationals  work  within  the  Embassy  compound. 

REGIONAL  SECURITY  OFFICE 


The  Regional  Security  Office  (RSO)  is  responsible  for  security  at  the  US  Embassy  and  the 
protection  of  personnel  under  COM  authority.  Diplomatic  Security  (DS)  special  agents 
assigned  to  the  office  serve  in  various  capacities  within  the  RSO  office.  Currently  there  are 
approximately  30  DS  special  agents  assigned  to  various  functions.  The  RSO  office  is 
composed  of  the  following  sections:

Blackwater,  Triple  Canopy  and  DynCorp  Protective  Security  Specialists  (PSS)  deployed  to 
Iraq  in  support  of  the  Iraq  WPPS  program  are  assigned  to  the  HTPO. 

The  Area  of  Responsibility  for  the„RSO  HTPO  covers  all  of  Iraq.  PSS  can  expect  to  operate, 
throughout  Iraq.  Extended  operations  in  various  regional  sites  are  always  a  possibility.  PSS 
personnel  will  NOT  operate  outside  of  Iraq. 

Regional  Protection  Teams 

The  HTPO  maintain  protective  details  throughout  Iraq.  Currently,  there  are  protective  details 
operating  in  Al  Hillah,  Basrah,  Kirkuk,  Mosul,  Baqubah,  Najaf,  Ramadi,  Irbil,  Karbala  and 
Tikrit.  The  teams  assigned  to  these  locations  are  in  support  of  Chief  of  Mission  personnel 
assigned  to  these  locations.  They  are  also  available  to  assist  Baghdad  based  protective  details 
during  visits  to  these  sites. 

SPECIAL  PROTECTIVE  EQUIPMENT 

PSS  personnel  will  be  issued  appropriate  SPE  for  protective  operations.  Issued  SPE  will  be 
maintained  in  good  working  condition.  All  damaged,  lost  or  stolen  equipment  will  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Protection  Manager  via  the  appropriate  chain-of-command. 
All  SPE  provided  by  the  Government  or  purchased  by  the  contractor  under  the  Task  Order  is 
property  of  the  USG.  '

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Team  Equipment 

The  following  SPE  is  considered  team  equipment  and  will  be  issued  to  protective  details  as 
needed.  In  order  to  maintain  accountability,  all  team  equipment  will  be  assigned  to 
individual  personnel.

Protective  details  may  be  issued  additional  equipment  to  support  special  missions.  The 
issued  equipment  will  vary  from  mission  to  mission. 

Inventory  Requirements

FIREARMS 

Prior  t6  issuance  of  a  firearm,'  all  contract  personnel  are  required  to  read,  understand  and 
abide  by  the  Mission-Firearms  Policy  (MFP).  A  signed  Attachment  C  must  also  be  submitted 
to  the  Protection  Manager.  The  MFP  is  the  primary  policy  with  regards  to  firearms  and 
personnel  under  COM  authority. 

Definition  of  "Deadly  Force" 

"Deadly  force"  is  the  use  of  any  force  that  is  likely  to  cause  death  or  serious  physical  injury. 
When  a  Protective  Security  Specialist  (PSS)  uses  such  force,  it  may  only  be  done  consistent 
with  this  policy.  .  Force  that  is  not  likely  to  cause  death  or  serious  physical  injury,  but 
unexpectedly  results  in  such  harm  or-  death,  is  not  governed  b^.this^poliey.

TSe  SeasonabienSsst  ©f  alb&iefir  decision  must  be  viewed 
from  the  perspective  oFftre  PSS  enrtbe"  scene,  who  may  oflterfbe  icrced  to  make  split-second 
decisions  in  circumstances  that  are  tense,  unpredictable,  and  rapidly  evolving. 
Reasonableness  is  not  to  be  viewed  from  the  calm  vantage  point  of  hindsight. 

Principles  on  Use  of  Deadly  Force 

The  Contractor  adopts  the  Department  of  State  policy,  which  recognizes  and  respects  the 
integrity  and  paramount  value  of  all  human  life.  Consistent  with  that  primary  value,  but 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  principles  articulated  here,  is  the  full  commitment  by  the  Contractor 
to  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  prevent  the  need  to  use  deadly  force,  as  reflected  in  Diplomatic 

 Securify_(DS)  apprav^d-teaining-aiad-pr^ 

'  occasion  insufficient,  as  when  a  PSS  is  confronted  with  a  threat  to  his  or  her  life  and/or  the 
life  of  protectees  or  other  individuals.  With  respect  to  these  situations  and  in  keeping  with 
the  value  of  protecting  all  human  life,  the  touchstone  of  this  policy  regarding  use  of  deadly 
force  is  necessity.  Use  of  deadly  force  must  be  objectively  reasonable  under  all  the 
circumstances  known  to  the  PSS  at  the  time. 

Permissible  Uses  of  Deadly  Force 

The  necessity  to  use  deadly  force  arises  when  all  other  available  means  of  preventing 
imminent  and  grave  danger  to  PSS  or  other  persons  have  failed  or  would  be  likely  to  fail. 
Thus,  employing  deadly  force  is  permissible  when  there  is  no  safe  alternative  to  using  such 
force,  and  without  it  the  PSS  or  others  would  face  imminent  arid  grave  danger.  A  PSS  is  not 
required  to  place  himself  or  herself,  another  PSS,  or  the  piublic  in  unreasonable  danger  of 
death  or  serious  physical  injury  before  using  deadly  force.  PSS  will  fire  at  a  person  only  in 
response  to  an  imminent  threat  of  deadly  force  or  serious  physical  injury  against  the  PSS, 
protectees,  or  other  individuals. 

Determining  whether  deadly  force  is  necessary  may  involve  instantaneous  decisions  that 
encompass  many  factors,  such  as: 

•  The  likelihood  that  the  subject  will  use  deadly  force  on  the  PSS  or  others 
if  such  force  is  not  used  by  the  PSS; 

•  The  capabilities  of  the  subject; 

•  The  presence  of  other  persons  who  may  be  at  risk  if  force-  is  or  is  not  used; 
and 

•  The  nature  and  the  severity  of  the  danger  posed. 
Use  of  Lesser  Means  than  Deadly  Force  .7 

If  force  less  than  deadly  force  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  accomplish  the.  same  end,  such 

as  resfraining  a  dangerous  subject,  without  unreasonably  increasing  the  danger  to  the  PSS  or 

to  others,  then  it  must  be  used.   Deadly  force  is  not  permissible  -  in  such  circumstances,

Prior  to  using  deadly  force,  if  feasible,  PSS  will  audibly  command  the  subject  to  submit  to 
their  authority.  If,  however,  giving  such  a  command  would  itself  pose  a  risk  of  death  or 
serious  physical  injury  to  the  PSS  or  others,  it  need  not  be  given. 
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Warning  Shots  and  Shatftfctg  to  Jb&tbU.' 

■  Warning  shots  are  not  authorized'  At  no  time  will  a  weapon  be  fired  into  the  ground  or  air  as 
a  warning  to  stop  a  threat.  Warning  shots  may  pose  dangers  to  others  in  the  vicinity  of  where 
the  shot  was  fired. 

Shooting  at  a  vehicle  is  authorized  if  it  constitutes  the  appropriate  level  of  force  to  mitigate  a 
threat  In  order  to  ensure  a  safe  separation  from  motorcade  and  suspected  or  likely  threat, 
shots  may  be  fired  into  the  vehicle  as  needed  to  prohibit  a  threat  from  entering  into  an  area 
where  the  protective  detail  would  be  exposed  to  an  attack.'  if  feasible,  shots  should  be 
directed  away  from  the  passenger  compartment  of  the  vehicle  first.  If  at  all  feasible,  other 
warnings,,  visible,  verbal,  and  combination  will  be  used  before  the  use  of  these  shots.  If  the 
vehicle  continues  to  be  a  threat  after  the  shooting,  the  next  level  of  deadly  force  is  authorized 
to  mitigate  the  threat.  Employees  must  use  their  discretion  at  the  number  of  rounds  fired  into 
the  engine  block  to  stop  the  threat. 

Vicious  Animals 

Deadly  force  may  be  directed  against  vicious  animals  when  necessary  in  self-defense  or  the 
defense  of  others. 

Investigation  of  Incidents  of  Deadly  Force 

The  Regional  Security  Officer  will  conduct  the  investigation  of  the  incident  of  deadly  force. 
PSS  personnel  will  cooperate  fully  with  the  investigating  authority. 

In  accordance  with  the  Mission  Firearms  Policy,  any  COM  personnel  involved  in  the 
discharge  of  a  firearm  shall  provide  an  immediate  verbal  notification  to  the  RSO  as  well  as 
the  written  report  within  24  hours  of  the  incident. 

Immediately  after  an  on-duty  discharge  of  a  firearm,  the  following  actions  shall  be  taken  by 
the  contract  WPPS  employee  to  comply  with  the  additional  reporting  obligation  referenced  in 
the  Mission  Firearms  Policy: 

•  Report  the  incident  as  soon  as  practical  via  radio  or  cell  phone  to  the  RSO  TOC.  A  brief 
description  of  the  incident,  location,  and  assessment  of  personal  injuries  of  property  damage 
should  be  provided. 

•  After  returning  to  the  US  Embassy  or  REO,  the  Agent  In  Charge  (AIC),  Shift  Leader  (SL), 
employee,  who  discharged  the  weapon  shall  report  immediately  to  the  RSO/TOC.  All 
witnesses  to  the  event  shall  report  to  the  RSO  Coordination  Center  (RSO/CC).  If  it  took  place  . 
within  a  vehicle,  all  personnel  inside  that  vehicle  shall  also  report  to  the  RSO/CC.

•  All  persons  reporting  to  the  RSO  shall  complete  the  RSO  Sworn  Statement  Form;  a 
handwritten  unaided  statement  concerning  the  event  and  upon  completion  turn  it  in  to  the 
RSO  TOC  Agent  and  standby  for  further  interview  if  needed. 

•  When  the  discharge  has,  or  reasonably  may  be  presumed  to  have,-  caused  injury  or  death, 
the  discharged  weapon  shall  remain  loaded,  placed  on  safe,  and  then  remanded  to  the  RSO 
Investigations  Section.  The  weapon  shall  not  be  altered  prior  to  delivery  to  the  RSO. 


•  The  employee  involved  in  the  incident  shall  be  placed  on  non-operational  status  for  24 
hours  without  a  reduction  in  pay  and  be  offered  counseling  services  from  the  State  Medical 
Unit, 

Personnel  Security  Specialists  (PSS)  exercising  the  use  of  deadly  force  while  On  duty  will  be 
placed,  as  circumstances  dictate,  on  administrative  leave  from  their  details  or  assigned  to 
duties  not  requiring  the.  carrying  of  a  firearm  until  an  internal  review  and  investigation  are 
completed.  If  the  exercise  of  deadly  force  is  justified,  PSS  win  be  authorized  to  return  to 
duty. 

Carry  of  Firearms 

No  PSS  shall  carry  a  firearm  unless: 

•  The  PSS  has  qualified  with  assigned  weapon(s)  in  accordance  with 
contract  terms  and  conditions. 

•  The  PSS  is  not  disqualified  by  any  law  of  the  United  States  including  18 
USC  922(g)  relating  to  convictions  for  misdemeanor  crimes  of  violence; 
and 

•  The  PSS  has  been  authorized  by  the  Regional  Security  Officer  and  any 
applicable  host  country  authority  to  carry  and  use  firearms  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  with  respect  to  maintaining  the  security  and 
safety  of  persons  designated  in  the  WPPS  contract  and  Task  Order. 

Responsibility . 


A  PSS  is  responsible  for  having  a  complete  understanding  of  his  or  her  authority  and  its 
limitations,  and  applicable  guidelines  and  procedures.

At  approximately  1045  on  01  September  2005,  a  COM  Team  was  at  an  Iraqi 
government  building  in  Mosul,  Iraq  and  awaiting  the  departure  of  their 
Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO)  Mosul  principal.  Several  members  of  the 
motorcade's  counter  assault  vehicle  (CAV)  were  standing  by  the  main  door 
even  though  the  principle  was  going  to  exit  out  the  side  door  of  the  building.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  one  round  into  approaching  vehicle. 

At  approximately  1 1 1 1  on  03  September  2005,  a  COM  Team  en  route  from 
a  venue  in  the  Red  Zone  to  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  encountered  an 
aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade  was  being  delayed  entering  the 
International  Zone  checkpoint  one  and  local  traffic  was  stopped 
approximately  100-120  meters  behind  the  motorcade.

Summary:  Al-Hillah  PSD  Team  fires  three  rounds  into  approaching 
vehicle. 

On  Saturday,  September  10,  2005  at  approximately  1030  hours  an  COM 
Protective  Security  Detail  (PSD)  team  based  in  Al-Hillah  en  route  from  the 
Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO)  to  a  venue  in  the.Red  Zone  encountered  an 
aggressive  vehicle.  This  incident  took  place  in  Al-Hillah,  on .  lin 
the  vicinity  of  Babil  University. 

The  PSD  team  involved  in  the  shooting  reported  the^  _  PSD 

motorcade  completely  passed  a  Mercedes  Benz  sedan,  signaling  the  driver 
of  the  Mercedes  to  keep  a  safe  distance.  The  PSD  team  members  flashed  the 
vehicle's  lights  and  used  hand/arm  signals  identifying  themselves  to  the 
driver  of  the  Mercedes  and  warning  him  to  keep  a  safe  distance.  The  PSD 
motorcade  also  utilized  flashing  lights,  sirens  and  horns  as  they  passed  the 
Mercedes.  The  last  PSD  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  had  prominently 
displayed  a  sign  saying  "Stay  Back"  in  both  English  and  Arabic  across  the 
rear  of  the  vehicle. 


After  the  PSD  convoy  gassed  ^e-M^ce'deS^Benfe,^  V(3hicje  accelerated

The  vehicle  came  to  a  controlled  stop  as  the  motorcade  entered  Babil 
University,  the  intended  venue.  Approximately  ten  minutes  later,  the  PSD 
team  departed  Babil  University  and  the  vehicle  that  was  shot  was  gone.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  eight  rounds  into  approaching  vehicle 
resulting  in  injury/possible  death  to  an  Iraqi  Local  National. 

On  September  1 1, 2005  at  approximately  0751  hrs,  a  Blackwater  PSD 
Advance  team  was  en  route  to  a  venue  in  the  Red  Zone  from  the 
International  Zone.  (IZ)  The  team  had  stopped  because  of  heavy  traffic,  the 
right  rear  and  left  rear  gunners  opened  the  follow  vehicle's  doors  and  using 
hand  signals  stopped  traffic  to  the  rear  of  the  motorcade  approximately  100 
meters  away.  The  right  rear  gunner  noticed  a  black,  four  door  BMW 
weaving  in  and  out  of  traffic  that  was  stopped  to  the  rear  of  the  motorcade. 
The  right  rear  gunner  stated  this  vehicle  was  approximately.  110  meters  away 
from  the  motorcade.  The  vehicle  came  out  of  the  traffic  on  the  right  side.

shot.  The  vehicle  was  approximately  40-50  meters  from  the  motorcade  and 
the  right  rear  fired  five  rounds  from  his\  __jiile  into  the  windshield  of  the 
approaching  vehicle.  At  the  same  time  two  Iraqi  soldiers  began  firing  their 
AK-47  rifles  at  the  vehicle.  The  Iraqi  soldiers  were  to  the  left,  and  right  of 
the  right  rear.  While  the  right  rear  was  firing  at  the  vehicle,  the  vehicle 
began  to  travel  away  from  the  right  rear  towards  the  left  rear's  position.  The 
right  rear  stated  he  saw  the  driver  struck  in  the  chest  by  at  least  two  of  the 
rounds  he  fired.  The  left  rear  fired  one  round  at  the  vehicle's  grill,  however 
the  round  impacted  the  windshield  because  of  the  speed  of  the  vehicle  at 
approximately  20  meters  away.

While  in  route  to  the  Ministry  of  Interior,  an  aggressive  vehicle  failed  to  follow 
hand  and  arm  signals,  voice  commands,  and  barref  waves.  While  traveling  in 
formation  toward  .the  motorcade  came  upon  heavy  traffic.  This  caused 
the  convoy  to  come  to  a  stop.  The  Tactical  Commander  called  for  a  "bubble," 
in  order  to  keep  all  traffic  a  safe  distance  away  from  the  motorcade.  Traffic  to 
the  rear  of  the  motorcade  came  to  a  stop  approximately  100  meters  from  the 
follow  vehicle.  The  well  gunner  and  follow  gunners  noticed  a  black  four  door 
sedan  (annotated  on  most  recent  BOLO  list)  moving  through  traffic  about  110 
meters  away.  The  vehicle  cleared  the  stopped  traffic  and  maintained  a  high 
rate  of  speed  towards  the  convoy  breaking  the  security  bubble  causing  the 
follow  gunners  to  engage  the  vehicle.  Both  door  gunners  and  the  well  noticed 
this  vehicle,  and  maintained  a  consistent  dialogue  as  to  the  movements  of  the 
approaching  vehicle.  Unfortunately,  the  aggressive  driver  failed  to  head  vocal 
and  visual  warnings  causing  both  door  gunners  to  engage  the  vehicle.  The 
driver  of  the  vehicle  was  a  casualty,  and  there  were  no  injuries  to  COM 
personnel  observed  during  this  incident.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  one  round  into  approaching  vehicle. 

On  September  1 1,  2005  at  approximately  0801  hrs,  a  COM  Tactical  Support 
Team  (TST)  Team  en  route  from  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  to  a  venue  in 
the  Red  Zone  encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  TST  motorcade  was 
stopped  for  traffic  in  front  of  the  motorcade  and  waiting  to  make  a  left  hand 
turn.  The  follow  vehicle,  right  rear  gunner  gave  hand  and  verbal  signals  for 
local  traffic  to  stop,  the  local  traffic  stopped  approximately  100  meters 
behind  the  motorcade  in  the  left  lane.  A  blue  four  door  sedan  occupied  by 
one  male,  pulled  out  of  the  left  hand  turn  lane  and  began  accelerating 
towards  the  direction  of  the  motorcade.  The  right  rear  continued  to  use  hand 
and  verbal  signals  in  an  attempt  to  §top  the  vehicle  but  the  driver  ignored  all 
of  the  warnings  and  the  right  rear  gunner  fired  one  round  from  hisT  jinto 
the  grill  of  the  vehicle.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  one  round  into  approaching  vehicle. 

On  September  15,  2005  at  approximately  1 159  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en 
route  from  a  venue  in  the  Red  Zone  to  the  International  Zone  (IZ) 
encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade  was  stopped  for  traffic 
which  was  completely,  stopped  in  front  of  the  motorcade.  The  follow 
vehicle,  left  rear  gunner  gave  hand  and  verbal  signals  for  local  traffic  to  stop, 
the  local  traffic  stopped  approximately  100  meters  behind  the  motorcade.  A 
green  sedan  occupied  by  one  driver,  traveled  to  the  left  of  the  stopped 
traffic  and  began  accelerating  towards  the  direction  of  the  motorcade.  The 
left  rear  continued  to  use  hand  and  verbal  signals  in  an  attempt  to  stop  the 
vehicle  but  the  driver  ignored  all  of  the  warnings  and  the  right  rear  gunner 
fired  one  round  from  his!      jnto  the  grill  of  the  vehicle.

Summary:  On  September  17,  at  approximately  9:39  a.m.  (local  time),  a 
COM  PSD  Team  en  route  from  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  to  a  training  site 
in  the  Red  Zoneencountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade 
consisted  off     ^vehicles.  The  motorcade  was  traveling  south  on  a  local 
roadway  to  a  training  location  and  observed  a  vehicle,  a  white  sedan 
attempting  to  cross  over  the  median  into  the  motorcade's  path  of  travel.  The 
third  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  attempted  to  stop  the  vehicle  with  hand 
signals  but  was  unable  to  do  so.  The  follow  vehicle,  turret  gunner  gave  hand 
and  verbal  signals  in  an  attempt  to  stop  the  vehicle  but  the  driver  ignored  all 
warnings  and  the  turret  gunner  fired  three  rounds  at  the  vehicle,  two  rounds 
struck  the  vehicle  and  one  round  struck  the  ground  in  front  of  the  vehicle. 
The  vehicle  was  approximately  30  meters  away  from  the  motorcade  when 
the  shots  were  fired.  The  vehicle  immediately  came  to  a  controlled  stop  in 
the  roadway.

On  September  19,  2005  at  approximately  0949  hours,  the  RSO  TOC  was  notified  by  Ron 
Campbell,  ARSO  Mosul  that  a  COM  motorcade  was  attacked  by  a  Vehicle  Borne 
Improvised  Explosive  Device  (VBIED).  The  initial  report  indicates  that  at  approximately 
0932  hours,  ar  motorcade  departed  Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO)  Mosul 

located  on  Forward  Operating  Base  (FOB)  !  .  as  an  advance  element  for  an 

impending  move.  The  motorcade  was  approximately  4  kilometers  outside  the  REO  and 
was  motioning  for  traffic  to  pull  to  the  side  in  order  for  the  motorcade  to  pass.  A  vehicle 
driven  by  a  lone  occupant  pulled  off  the  side  of  the  roadway,  the  lead  vehicle  in  the 
motorcade  passed  this  vehicle  as  the  second  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  was  passing  the 
vehicle,  this  vehicle  pulled  back  onto  the  roadway  and  detonated.  The  second  vehicle  in 
the  motorcade  was  Occupied  by  four  American  citizens  (AMCIT'S).

SUBJECT:    COM  PSD  TEAM  ATTACKED  BY  VBIED  CAUSING  FATAL 
INJURIES  TO  ACTING  RSO  MOSUL  AND  3  BLACKWATER  CONTRACTORS 

1.    (SBU)   On  September  19,   2005  at  approximately  0949  hours > 
the  RSO  TOC  was  notified  by  Ron  Cambell,  ARSO  Mosul,   that  a 
COM  motorcade  was  attacked  by  a  Vehicle  Borne  Improvised 
Explosive  Device   (VBIED) .   The  initial  report  indicates  that 

at  approximately  0932  hours,   a    -motorcade    .  ^ 

departed  Regional  Embassy  Office   (REO)   Mosul  located  on 
Forward  Operating  Base   (FOB)   Courage,  as  an  advance  element 
for  an  impending  move.     The  motorcade  was  approximately  4 
kilometers  outside  the  REO  and  was  motioning  for  traffic  to 
pull  to  the  side  for  the  motorcade  to  pass.     A  vehicle  driven 
by  a  lone  occupant  pulled  off  the  side  of  the  roadway,  the 
lead  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  passed  this  vehicle,   and  as  the 
second  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  was  passing  the  suspect 
vehicle,   it  pulled  back  onto  the  roadway  and  detonated. 

2 .    (SBU)   The  second  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  was  occupied  by 
three  Blackwater  contractors  identified,  as.,  David  R. 
Shephard,   Kenneth  Webb,   and  Peter  J..  Tocci',  working  as 
Personal  Security  Detail   (PSD)   members  and  DS  Special  Agent 
Stephen  Sullivan,   the  acting  RSO-  for  REO  Mosul.     ARSO  Mosul 
Ron  Campbell  is  reporting  that  all#  of#  the  j?ers#c;nnel#^i  fjie 
vehicle  that  was.  struckj"^y*)t;hf  vj J^P ! * ^ jeajefl j  Gr*i d  :

SYNOPSIS 

On  19SEP2005  at  0928  hrs,  a  Blackwater  Protective  Security  Detail  (PSD)  advance  team  en  route  from 
Forward  Operating  Base  (FOB)  Courage  to  Provincial  Hall  in  downtown  Mosul,  Iraq,  was  attacked  by  a  Suicide 
Vehicle  Borne  Improvised  Explosive  Device  (SVBIED)  and  Small  Arms  Fire  (SAF).  Three  Blackwater 
contractors  and  one  Diplomatic  Security  Agent,  listed  below,  were  killed  in  the  SVBIED  explosion.  U.S.  Army 
assets  and  another  Blackwater  team  reinforced  the  advance  team,  and  the  site  was  secure  by  1005  hours.  The 
attack  took  place  on  Route!  J  at  grid  location  ;  (estimated). 

Reporting  Agent  (RA)  compiled  this  Report  of  Investigation  (ROI)  based  on  the  written  statements 
provided  by  members  of  both  Blackwater  teams.  Approximate  times  were  taken  from  the  Blackwater  Tactical 
Operations  Center  (TOC)  log.  Approximate  grid  location  was  taken  from  two  Blackwater  PSD  advance  team 
members.  Scene  photos  and  a  diagram  are  attached  to  this  report.

According  to  advance  team 


members,  the  motorcade  was  traveling  south  along  Route!     ^when  they  came  upon  a  silver-grey  Opel 
Omega  4-door  sedan  parked  along  the  right  shoulder  of  the  southbound  lane.  The  motorcade  was 
traveling  at  approximately  45-50  mph;  the  Opel  pulled  onto  the  road  and  began  traveling  parallel  to  the 
motorcade  at  approximately  30-35  mph. 

2.  According  to  the  advance  team  members,  the  driver  of  the  Opel  was  a  light-skinned  Arab  male, 
approximately- 1-6-2-5  years  old  jTeam  leaders  later  speculated  that  -the  driver  might  have  been  African, 
possibly  Sudanese.]  The  driver  was  alone  in  the  vehicle  and,  after  making  initial  eye  contact  with  a 
team  member  in  the  limo,  looked  away  from  the  motorcade.  Team  members  varied  in  their  description 
of  the  vehicle  as  riding  heavy  or  riding  light;  a  vehicle  riding  heavy  would  indicate  that  it  was  carrying 
an  unusually  heavy  cargo  load. 

3 .  The  Opel  swerved  towards  the  lead  vehicle  as  the  lead  vehicle  passed,  and  the  lead  vehicle  attempted  to 
push  the  Opel  towards  the  right  shoulder  without  making  physical  contact.  The  Opel  then  attempted  to 
squeeze  between  the  lead  vehicle  and  the  limo,  then  drifted  3-5  meters  towards  the  right  once  again. 
After  the  limo  passed  the  Opel,  the  Opel  attempted  to  squeeze  between  the  limo  and  the  follow  car,  but 
the  follow  car  closed  the  gap  with  the  limo  and  attempted  to  push  the  Opel  towards  the  right  shoulder 
once  again.  As  the  follow  car  began  to  pass  the  Opel,  it  detonated. 

4.  The  follow  car  was  thrown  across  the  six-lane  boulevard  and  crashed  into  a  wall  on  the  left  side  of  the 
northbound  lane.  While  moving  across  the  boulevard,  the  follow  car  hit  another  sedan  driven  by  a  local 
national  in  the  northbound  lane;  that  vehicle  was  crushed,  and  the  driver  died  on  the  scene.  No  ID  of  the 
local  national  was  made.  SHEPHARD,  SULLIVAN,  and  TOCHI  were  thrown  from  the  follow  car, 
while  WEBB  remained  inside.  All  four  men  were  killed  instantly. 

5.  The  remainingT""  vehicles  in  the  motorcade  pushed  past  the  attack  location  approximately  1 00  meters. 
A  mosque  and  two  empty  buildings  sat  approximately  125  meters  to  their  right  (west),  across  an  open  - 
field.  The  PSD  team  began  to  take  SAF  from  the  southernmost  empty  building  to  the  right.  PSD 
personnel  from  the  lead  car  and  limo  deployed  into  a  defensive  perimeter  and  engaged  the  ATF  in  the 
empty  building.  Team  members  described  at  least  three  insurgents  and  one  PKM  belt-fed  machine  gun 
on  the  roof  of  the  building.  Team  members  engaged  the  ATF  and  observed  three  insurgents  fall  out  of 
sight. 

6.  Four  US  Army  Stryker  vehicles  approached  the  attack  site  from  the  south.  Two  Strykers  deployed 
approximately  400  meters  to  the  south  and  two  Strykers  deployed  approximately  400  meters  to  the  north 

.  to  provide  perimeter  security.  Two  US  Army  helicopters  (OH-58D,  Kiowa  Warrior)  engaged  ATF  on 
the  empty  building  with  .50  caliber  machine  gun  fire  and  rockets.  A  second  PSD  team  arrived  from 
FOB  Courage  and  provided  perimeter  security  north  of  the  attack  site.  By  approximately  1005  hrs,  the 
site  was  secure  and  recovery  efforts  began.

7.  PSD  team  members  stated  that  US  Army  EOD  assets  assessed  the  scene  and  estimated  that  the  Suicide  ^ 
VBCBD  was  carrying  \        1 55mm  artillery  rounds.  One  partial  artillery  round  was  found  on  the  scene, 
and  a  photograph  is  attached.  RA  has  reviewed  EOD  assessment,  which  estimates  a  main  charge  of 
122mm  and  152mm  projectiles  and  a  possible  shape  charge  were  used  as  the  explosive  device. 


8.  PSD  members  stated  that  they  recovered  four  State  Department  radios  and  one[__   »J   ^ "> 

Weapon  from  the  follow  car.  All  other  weapons  were  destroyed  beyond  recognition.  Serial  number 
from  thel        /  is ,~   \  which  will  be  destroyed  by  EOD  assets  in  Mosul.

Iraq.  Mosul  is  a  city  with  an  operating  area  of  approximately  8 
km  x  8  km.  There  are  four  major  north  south  routes.  From  the 
East  to  West,  Route'       .  Route     _jRoute'.     r  _J 

and  Route  fl  ,  Route      juns  from  FOB  Courage  in  the 

North  all  the  way  to  the  southern  edge  of  the  city.  It  is  a  four 
lane  divided,  city  street.  With  a  low  median  curbjn  the  middle. 

The  VBIED  exploded  atP^  ,  This  area  is 

right  at  an  intersection  with  a  side  road  to  the  west.  This  side 
road  is  a  small  residential  street.  The  entire  eastern  side  of  the 
route  at  this  point  for  500  meters  in  each  direction  is  an  old 
castle  wall  with  dirt  embankments  on  top  of  it.  The  wall  is 
approximately  20'  high.  The  area  from  the  edge  of  the  road  to 
the  wall  is  a  weed  filled  ditch  5-6'  deep  without  water  or  mud 
approximately  30'  wide.  The  East  side  of  the  street  is  residential 
through  this  entire  area.  The  zone  of  attack  was  one  block  in 
length,  about  100  meters  long  with  the  side  street  above  being 
the  north  end  and  another  street  just  like  it  being  the  southern 
boundary^The  southern  street  leads  perpendicular  away  from 
Route1       and  leads  to  the  Grand  Mosque,  (under 
construction)  about  350  meters  away.  The  houses  on  the  east 
side  of  the  attack  zone  are  set  back  from  the  street  about  125 
meters.  This  is  where  the  secondary  attack  with  small  arms  fire 
was  initiated  from.

The  PSD  motorcade  was  moving  without  a  desi 
in  a  file  formation  at  an  interval  of  approximately 
er  vehicle.  Order  of  movement  was 
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While  moving  south  in  the  southbound  lanes  of  Route  _J50 
meters  before  the  intersection  on  the  north  boundary  of  the 
attack  zone  a  light  colored  sedan  moved  slowly  away  from  the 
right  hand  curb.  The  lead  vehicle  noted  this  calling  on  the  radio 
"Watch  that  car"  The  driver  of  the  attack  vehicle  was  noted  to  be 
a  young  male  of  middle  eastern  descent,  he  was  also  noted  to 
be  saying  something  as  they  passed  him.  The  lead  driver  cut  in 
front  of  him  forcing  him  to  swerve  right.  The  second  vehicle 
noting  the  actions  of  the  lead  car  offset  to  the  left  of  the  lane  of 
travel  as  much  as  possible  to  maintain  a  distance  from  the 
suspect  car.  Once  the  2nd. PSD  vehicle  had  passed,  the  sedan 
then  pulled  in  behind  the  Limo.  Noting  this,  the  follow  driver 
accelerated  next  to  the  attack  vehicle  and  swerved  into  it, 
blocking  it  and  forcing  it  right  at  which  point  it  detonated.  This 
maneuver,  quite  likely  kept  the  blast  from  the  K9  vehicle,  saving 
the  occupants  of  that  car.  Army  EOJDon  scene  estimated  the 
explosive  charge  to  be  in  excess  of  [^,1 55mm  artillery  rounds 
placed  in  the  back  seat  of  the  car.  The  travel  of  the  follow  car 
after  the  explosion  was  noted  by  the  right  rear  gunner  in  the  lead 
who  was  looking  back  at  the  time.  The  force  of  the  explosion 
propelled  the  suburban  across  the  median  at  which  point  it 
became  airborne  and  rolled  on  its  long  axis.  At  this  time  it  struck 
a  passing  northbound  LN  motorist  on  the  top  portion  of  his  car, 
killing  him  instantly  and  continued  airborne  for  another  50  feet 
over  the  ditch  at  the  side  of  the  road  before  impacting  the 
concrete  wall  mentioned  above  where  it  came  to  rest. 

The  K9  vehicle  immediately  behind  the  explosion  slowed  as  they 
entered  the  cloud  of  smoke  fearing  that  they  might  impact  the 
follow  vehicle  or  injure  any  surviving  PSD  members  from  that 
vehicle,  not  knowing  that  they  were  all  KIA  at  that  time  and 
located  25  meters  to  the  immediate  left  next  to  the  burning 
vehicle! 

The  lead  vehicle  at  this  time  came  to  a  stop  about  1 00  meters 
ahead  of  the  blast  site.  The  Tactical  Commander,  seated  in  the 
right  front  seat  of  the  lead  made  the  call  to  get  out  of  the  vehicle 
and  take  up  a  field  of  fire.  The  right  rear  gunner  of  this  vehicle

were  engaged  with  unknown  numbers  of  enemy  with  small  arms 
fire  and  passed  the  Grid  location. 

While  this  was  happening  with  the  lead  vehicle,  the  limo  vehicle 
commander  was  similarly  engaging  the  same  targets,  due  to  the 
position  of  the  vehicle  and  proximity  of  houses  next  to  the  road, 
the  right  rear  gunner  was  unable  to  see  the  enemy  so  he 
maintained  his  field  of  fire.  The  left  rear  gunner  and  the  driver 
did  the  same  holding  their  fields  of  fire  to  the  left  away  from  the 
side  where  the  lead  was  engaged  with  the  enemy. 

The  K9  vehicle  meanwhile  had  rolled  through  the  smoke.  All 
members  exited  the  vehicle  on  command  of  the  DL  who  was 
riding  as  the  vehicle  commander  in  the  right  front  seat,  and 
scanned  the  surrounding  area  looking  for  enemy  forces.  The 
lead  vehicle  was  currently  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  this  time. 
The  DL  and  the  driver  of  the  K9  vehicle  began  looking  for  injured 
PSD  team  members.  They  noted  body  parts  (the  bomber)  on 
the  roadway  but  did  not  see  the  KIA  members  of  the  team  in  the 
ditch  next  to  the  burning  vehicle  due  to  smoke  and  flames. 
There  were  numerous  rounds  cooking  off  in  the  fire. 

The  CAV  had  stopped  as  soon  as  the  explosion  went  off,  prior  to 
the  blast  site.  Once  they  noted  the  K9  vehicle  roll  through  the 
blast  site  in  the  smoke  cloud,  they  crossed  over  the  median  to 
the  northbound  side  of  the  road  and  traveled  "counter  flow" 
through  the  smoke,  once  they  emerged,  they  stopped  and  held 
security.  The  vehicle  commander  of  the  CAV  dismounted  and 
assisted  the  DL  in  locating  the  KIA  and  extinguishing  the  fire. 

Army  Strykers  arrived  on  scene  about  this  time.  The  incident 
was  Iqss  than  3  minutes  in  progress.  An  Army  OH58D  "Kiowa 
Warrior"  plus  one  AH64  "Apache"  attack  helicopter  arrived  about 
the  same  time. 

The  vehicle  commander  of  the  Limo  was  still  receiving  fire  from 
a  mosque  located  behind  the  house  that  the  lead  vehicle  had 
originally  taken  fire  from.

At  about  this  same  time  the  other  PSD  from  the  REO  which  had 
been  staged  for  the  PSD  movement  arrived  and  acted  as  a 
Quick  Reaction  Force  (QRF)  They  were  positioned  by  the  DL  on 
routej~~"  |200  meters  norfoof  thg  attack  site  to  provjde  
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security.  The  Kiowa  began  engaging  the  fleeing  enemy,  behind 
their  original  firing  positions  as  they  attempted  to  escape,  with 
multiple  2.75mm  rockets.  In  addition  the  Apache  added  to  the 
.attach  with  30mm  cannon  fire.

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•The»Stryt<ef  pia?6©r> 4fia4 4iaS  arrived  wafc.|5laced  in  security 
positions  to  the  north  and  south  of  the  PSD.  They  began  cordon 
and  search  operations  of  the  enemy  positions.  At  this  time  the 
scene  was  secured  and  all  enemy  contact  ceased.  The  PSD 
team  members'  bodies  were  located  and  recovered.  The  blown 
up  vehicle  was  recovered  with  US  Army  assets.  The  QRF  PSD 
team  conducted  a  sweep  of  the  entire  area  and  recovered 
everything  that  could  be  identified  as  American.  We  left  no 
traces,  of  what  had  happened  except  for  the  enemy  dead,  the 
burn  marks  on  the  road  and  debris  that  was  too  small  for 
recovery.     


DOS  investigators  arrived  in  Mosul  approximately  5  hours  after 
the  incident.  They  conducted  the  investigation,  results  are 
forthcoming. 

Senior  Company  personnel  accompanied  them  as  well. 
Critical  Incident  Intervention  was  conducted  in  a  group  setting 
with  the  military  combat  stress  personnel. 
KIA  members  are  in  route  to  CONUS  and  have  been  treated 
with  the  UTMOST  respect  by  their  comrades,  US  Army,  US  Air 
force,  and  Department  of  State.   ,  
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At  approximately  0930  on  9-1 9-05 1  was  driving  the  lead  vehicle  which  was  a  tan  colored 
Chevy  Suburban  Kit  ear.  As.  we  were  traveling  southbound  on  route     j^iesam  up  on  ^ 
the  re$f  of  a  goldcotored  4  doer  Opel  Otefega.  there  was  a  single  male  driver.  The 
vehicle  did  not  appear  heavy  and  we  proceeded  to  pass  on  the  left  While  we  were 
passpgie  c^iijato  our  lane  arid  I  mMeah  aggti^siye  right  Veer  to/rhafce^o^  ftft  the 
j^tprcade.

3.  (SBU)   The  RSO  briefed  the  EAC  members  on  the  current 
situation  in  light  of  the  VBIED  attack  on  September  19  which 
resulted  in  the  deaths  of  four  American  personnel  under  Chief  of 
Mission  authority.     The  four  deceased  personnel  were  one 
Diplomatic  Security  Service  Special  Agent 

and  three  Blackwater  WPPS.  PSD  contract  personnel. 

4.  (SBU)  According  to  PSD  personnel  that  were  present  in  the 
motorcade  at  the  time  of  the  detonation,  the  VBIED  vehicle  was 
seen  traveling  in  the  same  direction  of  the  motorcade  at  a  slow 
rate  of  speed  adjacent  to  the  edge  of  the  roadway.     Once  the 
motorcade  was  parallel  to  the  VBIED  vehicle  it  accelerated  and 
made  multiple  attempts  to  penetrate  the  motorcade,  but  was 
ultimately  blocked  out  by  the  follow  car.     Upon  initiation  of 
the  blocking  maneuver  -by  the  follow  car,   the  VBIED  vehicle 
detonated  resulting  in  the  complete  destruction  of  the  follow 
vehicle. 

While  attempting  to  render  assistance  and  potentially  recover 
personnel  from  the  follow  car,  the  remaining  PSD  members  came 
under  small  arms  fire,  which  was  quickly  neutralized  by  rapid 
PSD  counter-fire.

5.      (SBU)   Currently,   REO  Mosul  has  one  fully  operational 
Blackwater  PSD  team  capable  of  providing  personal  security 
services.

The  RSO  stated  that  COM  motorcade  vehicles  are  readily 
identifiable  as  being  associated  with  coalition/MNF  elements, 
thus  the  possibility  did  exist  that  the.COM  motorcade  presented 
a  viable  target  of  opportunity  for  the  attackers.

SUB  JECT^S  Response  to  the  Iraq  (Motorcade)  ARB  Recommendations 


DS  has  reviewed  the  Accountability  Review  Board  recommendations  relevant  to 
the  attack  on  COM  motorcades  in  Mosul  and  Basrah,  Iraq  in  September  2005  and 
provides  the  following  response* 

1.  (SBU)  Recommendation:  The  Department  and  DS  should  develop  a  more 
streamlined  and  responsive  support  structure  for  field  operations  in  Iraq  to  provide 
RSOs  the  authority  and  flexibility  thev  need. 

In  order  to  recognize  the  unique  and  demanding  nature  of  supporting  DS 
operations  in  Iraq,  DS/B?  has  proposed  to  alter  the  office  staffing  pattern  to  allow 
for  a  section  focused  specifically  on  Iraq,  Jordan,  and  Kuwait.  Since  Jordan  and 
Kuwait  border  Iraq  and  serve  as  the  major  DOS  and  DOD  staging  bases  for 
operations  in  Iraq,  they  would  also  fall  under  this  hew  section.  As  proposed,  the 
new  DS/JP/NEA-Jxaq  would  be  comprised  of  an  FE-OC  level  Regional  Director, 
an  FS-01  level  Deputy  Regional  Director,  an  FS-03  level  Area  Desk  Officer,  and 
several  contract  subject  matter  experts.  This  rank  structure  would  appropriately 
reflect  the  often  high-level  coordination  necessary  to  support  DS  operations  in 
Iraq.  DS/IP/NEA  would  continue  as  a  separate  section  with  a  Regional  Director, 
Deputy  Regional  Director,  Senior  Desk  Officer,  and  three  Area  Desk  Officers. 

2.  (SBU)  Recommendation:  The  Department  and  other  agencies  should  obtain  the 
funding  necessary  to  add  armored  sedans,  medium  lift  heri^pters.  effective  ^ 
suites,  and  other  equipment  such  as  video  conferencing  links  to  provide  posts  in 
Iraq  with  additional  options  for  movements  and  communicating  with  official 
contacts  when  face-to-face  meetings  are  hot  required. 


Since  the  attacks  in  Mosul  and  Basrah,  DS  has  shipped  fourteen  armored  vehicles 
for  use  at  the  Regional  £mb'#>;  QfficSs  <fc*d  affaffltibtfi&toi  attngf«d  vehicles  are 
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currently  being  prepared  for  shipment.  In  addition  to  the  vehicles  already  in  the 
system,  DS  is  in  negotiation  with  Mercedes-Benz  to  purchase  $1.7  million  worth 
of  armored  sedans  for  Iraq.  If  FY-06  supplemental  funding  becomes  available,  DS 
is  aggressively  investigating  options  for  the  purchase  of  additional  lower  profile 
sedans  and  other  armored  vehicles  for  use  in  Iraq. 

A  requirement  for  medium  lift  helicopters  has  been  included  in  the  Worldwide 
Personal  Protective  Service  II  (WPPS  II)  contract  currently  under  technical 
evaluation.  Once  approved,  these  helicopters  will  be  available  for  use  throughout 
Iraq. 

DS  is  evaluating  aMtional^f^Jquipment  for  deployment  to  Iraq.  Established 
militar^^_^technology  and  off-the-shelf  commercially  procured  equipment  is 
being  considered.  The  maintenance  and  repair  of  existmg:^^,  3QuiPment  m.  use 
by  RSO  Baghdad  is  a  top  priority. 

3.  (SBU)  Recommendation:  A  senior-level  interagency  erouP-  including  both 
domestic  and  overseas  agencies  should  be  organized  to  address  the  issue  of 
movement  security  worldwide  with  particular  reference  to  the  evolving  TED  threat. 

Since  October,  DS  has  actively  engaged  several  interagency  working  groups 
mandated  to  address  the  domestic  and  international  threat  of  IEDs. 

DS  representatives  attended  the  Joint  Improvised  Explosive  Devices  Task  Force 
(JIED  TF)  Joint  Baseline  Assessment  Team  review  on  November  10, 2005  for  an 
overview  of  all  technologies  evaluated  by  DOD.  As  a  result  of  DS  involvement, 
DOD  has  made  available  to  DS  the  use  of  a  substantial  database  and  secure 
website  dedicated  to  countering  the  IED  threat. 

The  MITRE  Corporation,  at  the  direction  of  the  US  Department  of  Homeland 
Security  (DHS),  Science  and  Technology  Directorate,  hosted  a  conference  attended 
by  DS  representatives  on  October  19,  2005.  This  conference  was  designed  to 
develop  an  approach  to  coordinate  the  pursuit  of  technological  developments  and 
associated  policy  at  the  federal,  state,  and  local  levels  of  government. 

Additionally,  the  "National  Strategy  to  Leverage  Technology  in  Countering 
Explosives  and  IEDs"  project  is  underway.  Trie  purpose  of  this  multi-agency 
project  is  to  provide  the  basis  for  defining  the  policy  and  planning  which  will 
mitigate  the  use  of  IEDs  and  harmonize  existing  and  emerging  technology  to  meet

the  explosive  and  ED  threat.  The  project  is  also  intended  to  guide  research  and 
development  of  new  capabilities. 

DS  is  also  engaged  with  DHS  on  the  Domestic  Threat  Response  and  Incident 
Management  Policy  Coordinating  Committee  Improvised  Explosive  Device  Task 
Force.  (DTRIM  PCC  EBDTF);  an  interagency  effort  designed  to  counter  the 
domestic  threat  of  ffiDs  under  the  direction  of  DHS.  The  stated  primary  objective 
of  this  group  is  to  understand  the,  overall  effectiveness  of  existing  efforts  and 
define  gaps  in  the  nation's  capability  to  prevent,  protect,  respond,  and  recover  from 
potential  IED  attacks  and  then  codify  that  information  within  a  comprehensive 
database  to  accurately  conduct  an  analysis  of  the  results.  The  database  will  enable 
the  task  force  to  identify  gaps  in  the  national  prevention/response  system, 
explosives  detection  architecture,  information-sharing  between  agencies,  general 
awareness,  and  resources. 

4.  rSBU)  Recommendation:  The  US  should  negotiate  MOAs  with  the  UK  and 
other  coalition  partners  outlining  responsibilities  for  providing  QRFto  US 
Diplomatic  convovs  operating  under  coalition  partner  control. 

Negotiations  between  Regional  Embassy  Office  Basrah  and  the  British  Ministry  of 
Defense  are  ongoing. 

5.  (SBLD  Recommendation:  The  Department  should  install  in  all  its  vehicles 
mmmnni^n  systems  that  permit  direct  links  hetween  vehicle  and  any  potential 
QRF  Medevac  assets  whether  US  military  or  Coalition  forces. 

Research  into  this  recommendation  is  ongoing. 

6.  (SBU)  Recommendation:  PSD  request  forms  should  explicitly  require  the 
approval  of  the  requestor's  supervisor  as  being  mission-essential  before  being 
forwarded  to  the  RSO.  ,

The  motorcade  traveled  down  the  entry  ramp  towards  the  roadway  and 
passed  the  vehicle  that  had  been  fired  upon.  The  "motorcade's  shift  leader 
stated  the  driver  appeared  to  be  deceased.  The  motorcade  continued  to  the 
International  Zone  without  further  incident.  The  motorcade  was  transporting 
four  passengers  that  are  assigned  to  the  Baquaba  State  Embedded  Teams 
(SET).  No  COM  personnel  were  injured  during  the  incident.

SYNOPSIS 

On  20  Sept.  2005,  Blackwater  PSD  Team  engaged  a  suspicious  vehicle  while  in  the  vicinity  of  a 

highway  interchange  North  of  Baghdad.  Team!t    was  serving  as  a  counter-assault  team  (CAT),  en  route  from 
Baqubah  to  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  in  Baghdad.  While  stopped  in  traffic  a  blue  sedan  pulled  around  traffic, 
stopped  approximately  100-150  yards  back,  and  moved  towards  the  motorcade  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The 
vehicle  was  driving  aggressively  and  ignored  verbal  and  hand  signals.  The  CAT  team  engaged  the  vehicle 
resulting  in  one  casualty.  RSO  interviewed  the  occupants  of  the  CAT  vehicle.

The  CAT  vehicle  reversed  in  the 
southbound  lane  to  hold  traffic  up  in  order  to  facilitate  this.  I  dismounted  to  assist  in  holding  traffic  at  a  safe 
distance  from  the  convoy.  I  witnessed  a  blue  sedan  approaching  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  from  the  north.  There 
was  existing  traffic  in  the  road  that  was  already  stopped.  The  blue  sedan  maneuvered  around  the  halted  traffic 
and  was  continuing  its  approach  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  in  which  the  CAT  vehicle  was  in  the  direct  path  of.  I 
heard  and  saw  the  impacts  of  rounds  into  the  driver's  hood.

After 

the  warning  shot  the  civilian  turned  the  moped/small  motorcycle  away  from  the  stopped  motorcade  and  left  the 
area.  There  are  no  reports  of  casualties  or  property  damage. 


SA'v  j  assertion  that  the  motorcycle  potentially  posed  a  threat' to  HIS  safety  and  the  safety  of  HIS  detail 

is  supported  by  statements  from  other  members  of  the  detail  and  common  knowledge  of  the  terrorist  tactic  of 
using  vehicle  borne  improvised  explosive  devices  (VBJJED).

I  am  a  Special  Agent  in  the  Diplomatic  Security  Service  and  in  that  capacity  am  serving  a 
one-year  tour  as  an  Assistant  Regional  Security  Officer  (ARSO)  in  the  Regional  Security 
Office  (RSO)  at  United  States  Embassy  Baghdad,  Iraq.  Within  the  normal  scope  of  my 
duties,  I  perform  protective  service  (PRS)  on  protective  security  details  (PSD). 

On  20  October  2005,  at  approximately  9:00  AM,  I  departed  US  Embassy  Baghdad  with  RSO 
PSD  Team^on  a  mission  to  perform  an  advance  (i.e.  reconnaissance)  of  the  Embassy  of  ^ 
Turkey,  located  in  the  Red  Zone,  Baghdad,  hi  this  capacity;  I  served  as  a  Protective  Security 
Specialist  (PSS)  in  the  right-rear  seat  of  the  last,  or  Follow,  fully  armored  vehicle  (FAV)  of  a 
multi- vehicle  motorcade.  FAVs  used  by  RSO  Baghdad  are  armored  Sport  Utility  Vehicles 
(SUV).  My  primary  duty  in  the  Follow  Right-Rear  position  was  overall  security  and  defense 
of  the  motorcade  from  threats  originating  from  areas  to  the  right  and  rear  of  the  motorcade. 

At  approximately  1 0:00  AM,  the  Team^motorcade  turned  off  a  main  roadway  and  stopped     k>  ^ 
on  a  side'  street  just  short  of  the  front  of  the  entry  control  point  protecting  the  walled  and 
guarded  compound  housing  the  Embassy  of  Turkey.  The  Follow  vehicle  was  protecting  the 
rear  of  the  protective  detail  and  was  stopped  on  the^side  street  approximately  80  meters  from 
the  main  roadway  recently  used  to  enter  the  side  street.

Since  the  moped  driver  ignored  the  writing  on  the  rear  of  the 
vehicle  which  prohibits  approaching  closer  than  100  meters,  ignored  our  verbal  and  hand 
signals,  and  ignored  my  flashlight  signals;  and  since  we  were  in  the  Baghdad  Red  Zone,  an 
active  warzone  notorious  for  suicide  vehicle  bombers,  it  was  reasonable  to  believe  that  the 
approaching  moped  was  a  direct,  imminent,  and  life-threatening  attack  upon  the  personnel  in 
the  motorcade.  Since  the  effective  range  of  a  suicide  vehicle  bomber  is  approximately  30 
meters,  when  the  moped  closed  the  distance  to  the  motorcade  to  less  than  30  meters,  I  took 
aim  through  fhe(____i__3ight  ofmyj.     Irifle  and  fired  one  round  into  the  ground 
approximately  5  meters  in  front  of  the  moped  in  a  final  attempt  to  deter  a  possible  suicide 
bomber  attack  and  to  save  the  lives  of  the  moped  driver  and  that  of  the  PSS  personnel  on 
Team^  Thereafter,  the  moped  stopped,  turned  to  its  left,  and  drove  down  the  road  away 
from  the  motorcade.  I  did  not  attempt  to  fire  into  the  moped  engine  block  because  I  would 
have,  in  effect,  elevated  the  use  of  force  and  fired  directly  at  the  driver  Since  there  were  no 
pedestrians  or  other  moving  vehicles  on  the  road  behind  the  motorcade,  the  round  fired  did 
not  strike  any  personnel  or  vehicles. 

My  decision  to  engage  with  my  weapon  is  based  upon  DSS  training  to  include  the  Basic 
Special  Agent  Course,  Regional  Security  Officer  Course,  the  High-Threat  Protection 
Training  Course,  and  Diplomatic  Security  Anti-terrorism  Course  -  Iraq.  It  is  a  proven 
terrorist  technique  to  attack  motorcades  at  their,  travel  choke  points  (i.e.  the  begmriing  and 
end  of  the  route).  It  is  also  a  proven  terrorist  technique  to  use  SVBIEDs  (Suicide  Vehicle- 
Borne  Improvised  Explosive  Devices)  in  any  type  of  moving  vehicle  to  attack  motorcades. 


In  conclusion,  I  believed  that  the  approaching  moped  was  a  direct,  irnminent,  and  life- 
threatening  attack  upon  the  personnel  in  the  motorcade  and  acted  accordingly.

requirement  to  read  and  certify  that  the  poiicy  has  been  read  and  understood  -  every  time  a  DS 
Special  Agent  shoots  qualification  /  requalification.  The  policy  is  attached.

In  summary,  on  May  14,  2006,  a  military  Protective  Security  Detail  (PSD) 
supporting  a  DoS  Provincial  Reconstruction  Team  (PRT)  was  approached  by  a  vehicle  that  did  not  stop  in  response  to

ha.id  and  verbal  signals.  The  PSD  responded  in  accordance  with  military  protocols  and  fired  2  warning  shots  into  the 
ground  in  front  of  the  vehicle,  causing  the  driver  to  stop.  There  were  no  apparent  injuries  due  to  the  warning  shots. 

On  September  20,  2005, 1  fired  a,  warping  sbot  under  the  samecirciirastences.while  on  a  protective  mission  in  the 
Baghdad  Red  Zone.

Per  the  DS  Firearms  Policy,  I  vioIatedlUie  "ho'wfefBihS'JhoCT-ulaanfi  v5as  f5rr&ally  Counseled  on  this  matter  via  a  letter 
of  counseling.  In  addition,  I  was  not  allowed  to  carry  a  firearm  from  the  date  of  the  incident  until  I  signed  the  letter  of 
counseling  some  weeks  later. 

It  seems  that  the  exact  action  for  which  I  was  counseled  is  standard  procedure  for  US  military  troops  in  Iraq.  Based  on 
the  totality  of  this  information,  I  have  two  questions: 

1.  Can  you  please  tell  me  if  the  DS  Firearms  Policy  for  Iraq  has  been  updated  to  authorize  warning  shots? 

2.  '  If  it  has  not  changed,  since  US  military  troops  and  DS  security  personnel  operate  in  the  same  Iraqi  war  zone  and 
often  in  the  same  protective  details,  does  the  DS  Firearms  Policy  Review  Board  plan  to  bring  DS  firearms  policy  in  line 
with  DoD  firearms  policies?  If  the  Board  does  not  plan  to  update  the  policy  in  Iraq,  can  you  please  tell-  me  why  not? 

If  the  DS  Firearms  Policy  has  not  been  updated,  we  have  a  golden  opportunity  to  potentially  save  DS  agent  and.  PSD 
contractor  lives  by  updating  the  DS  Firearms  Policy  for  the  Iraq  war  zone  by  allowing  warning  shots  (as  the  US  DoD 
has  done)  in  order  to  provide  a  last  measure  of  communication  beyond  hand  and  verbal  signals.  Warning  shots 
translate  across  cultures  and  languages  and  can  still  be  subject  to  review.  DS  security  personnel  in  Iraq  often  do  not 
know  if  the  approaching  vehicle  or  person  intends  to  kill  them  or  is  simply  not  paying  attention  to  their  surroundings. 

Having  lost  DS  colleagues  in  Iraq,  I  believe  that  we  owe  it  to  our  people  to  give  them  every  tool  they  need  to  succeed 
and  survive.

Summary:  Blackwater  Air  Asset  fires  three  rounds  into  suspicious  vehicle. 


On  September  20,  2005  a  Blackwater  (BW)  air  team  (two  helicopters) 
escorted  a  COM  PSD  team  from  Baghdad,  Iraq  to  Al-Hillah,  Iraq.  The  air 
cover  team  was  traveling  back  to  landing  zone  (LZ)  ~~  ^ 
International  Zone.  The  air  team  noticed  an  explosion  in  an  area 
approximately  two  miles  west  of  the  IZ.  The  air  cover  team  saw  a  US 
military  three  vehicle  convoy,  one  disabled  approximately  100  meters  from 
the  explosion  site.  The  air  team  observed  Iraqi  police  arrive  on  the  scene. 
The  military  convoy  began  to  move  the  disabled  vehicle  with  a  vehicle  strap.

We  were  returning  to'  ^J,Z  after  dropping  our  guys  off  at  BIOP.  the 

lead  pilot  saw  a  small  mushroom  cloud  off  a  distance  to  our  left  so  we  flew  over  to  find 
out  if  our  support  or  a  casualty  evacuation  was  needed.  When  we  arrived  in  the  AO  I  was 
the  first  one  to  see  and  call  out  the  explosion  site.  There  was  what  looked  like  to  me  the 
remnants  of  an  engine  and  tire  burning  and  three  army  humvees  down  the  road  set  up  in  a 
hasty  security  perimeter  with  there  occupants  all  dismounted.  One  of  the  vehicles  lost 
most  or  all  of  its  fluids.  I  know  this  because  I  could  see  were  it  started  to  come  out  at  the 
bomb  sight  and  were  the  vehicle  stopped  there  was  a  large  puddle  of  the  fluids.  At  first 
glance-it  looked  Hke-bloodrbut  all-of-the  soldiers-  looked-fine  and-no-one-was- giving  self-  - 
or  buddy  aid.  We  were  going  to  stay  on  site  until  a  military  bird  got  there  to  relieve  us 
which  we  were  told  would  be  ten  minutes  so  we  stayed  on  site.  Iraqi  Police  started  to 
arrive  in  force  to  block  off  all  avenues  of  approach  on  both  sides  of  the  road  leading  up  to 
the  army  humvees  but  not  any  further:  One  IP  shot  at  a  car  to  stop  the  vehicle  from 
getting  any  closer  to  the  bomb  site.

Summary:  On  September  28,  2005  at  approximately  1338  Hrs,  a  member  of 
the  Marine  Security  Forces  assigned  to  the  traffic  control  point  north  of  the 
Embassy  Annex  engaged  a  vehicle  which  failed  to  follow  proper  procedures, 
and  did  not  heed  visual  and  verbal  warnings  to  stop.  The  Marine  involved 
fired  one  round  from  his    "jrifle  into  the  front  grill  of  the  vehicle.  The 
vehicle  immediately  stopped.  The  vehicle  was  driven  by  a  US  citizen 
employed  by  the  US  Army  Corp  of  Engineers.  He  stated  to  the  RSO

the  Marines  directions.  The  driver  of  the  vehicle  wasn't  injured.

Summary:  On  September  28,  2005  at  approximately  1432  Hrs,  a  member  of 
the  Marine  Security  Forces  assigned  to  the  traffic  control  point  north  of  the 
Embassy  Annex  engaged  a  vehicle  which  failed  to  follow  proper  procedures, 
and  did  not  heed  visual  and  verbal  warnings  to  stop.  The  Marine  fired  one 
into  the  front  grill  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle  immediately 


stopped.  The  vehicle  was  driven  by  a  local  national  (LN)  employed  by  an 
Iraqi  Non-Governmental  Organization  (NGO).  The  driver  told  the  RSO 
Investigator  that  he  was  talking  to  his  passenger,  wasn't  paying  attention  and 
didn't  know  where  the  stop  sign  was  located  to  stop  the  vehicle.  He 
admitted  that  he  didn't  follow  the  Marines  directions.  The  occupants  of  the 
vehicle  weren't  injured. 

RSO  Action:  As  per  standard  procedure,  RSO  investigators  were  notified 
and  dispatched  to  the  traffic  control  point  to  collect  physical  evidence, 
document  the  scene  and  interview  the  individuals  involved.

Attached  are  three  PSD  Serious  Incident  Reports  frm  Baqouba  reference  their  shooting  today.  Summary: 

Baqouba  PSD  left  Warhorse  to  CMOC  with  Principal  for  meetings.  They  arrived  at  CMOC  at  0910  and 
were  stopped  at  the  gate  awaiting  authorization  for  entry.'  They  established  the  bubble  behind  the 
motorcade  to  protect  the  Principal  and  themselves  from  VBJJED  attack.  Traffic  was  stopped,  but  one 
black  sedan  broke  through  the  stopped  traffic,  accelerating,  weaving  and  aggressively  approaching  the 
stopped  motorcade.  Alert  was  made  to  detail  members  to  watch  the  black  sedan.  Visual  warnings  were 
given  to  the  sedan  by  no  less  than  three  detail  members.  The  sedan  continued  rapidly  toward  the 
stopped  lotorcade.  Well  gunner  fired  a  three  round  burst  frm  his1"  jinto  the  grill  of  the  sedan. 

He  paused  to  assess  the  situation,  but  the  sedan  continued  toward  the  stationary  motorcade  and  he  fired 
another  three  round  burst  into  the  grill.  Door  gunner  fired  two  rounds,  into  the  grill  and  another  detail 
member  fired  four  rounds  into  !  the  grill.

Trj&Sus 
immediately  came  to  a  controlled  stop.  There  were  no  apparent  injuries.  I  then  reported  to  my 
Team  Leader  that  I  had  shot  the  bus.  Our  team  continued  to  Camp  Shields  to  support  ongoing 
PSD  operations. 

The  bus  presented  a  clear  threat  to  my  teammates  and  I,  and  I  fired  one  round  into  its  grill  in 
order  to  eliminate  the  threat  and  safeguard  my  life  and  the  lives  of  my  teammates.  Recent 
intelligence  reports  stated  that  on  6  October,  2005,  in  same  vicinity  as  this  incident,  a  suicide 
bomber  detonated  himself  on  board  a  minivan  when  the  vehicle  passed  an  Iraqi  police  checkpoint. 
The  bus  that  I  engaged  repeatedly  failed  to  obey  hand  and  verbal  signals  as  well  as  the  obvious 
presentation  of  a  weapon  is  his  direction,  while  all  other  traffic  in  the  area  complied  as  instructed. 
When  I  was  presented  with  a  clear  target  with  minimum  risk  of  collateral  damage,  I  engaged  the 
bus  with  the  minimum  force  necessary  to  neutralize  the  threat.

SUBJECT:  Indirect  Fire  Attack  on  REO  Al-Hillah 
REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSO  TOC  -  Baghdad 

SUMMARY:  The  following  information  relating  to  the  10/10/05  mortar- 
attack  on  REO  Al-Hillah  is  being  provided  as  a  supplement  to  the 
information  in  telephonic  reports  already  filed  with  the  RSO  Baghdad  TOC. 

-  4-7  mortar  rounds  were  fired  at  REO  Al-Hillah  at  approximately  0212 
hrs.;  the  exact  number  of  rounds  is  currently  indeterminate  due  to 
varying  accounts.  One  mortar  round  landed  inside  the  compound 
near  the  REO's  fire  station.  This  round  caused  structural  damage  to 
two  trailers  and  three  vehicles,  in  addition  to  severing  a  power  line. 

-  The  mortar  rounds  were  identified  as  8 1MM  (Lot  5-2001). 

-  The jnortars  are  believed  to  have  been  fired  from  vicinity' 
J  app.  1300  meters  N-NW  from  the  REO.  This  location  is

less  than  300  meters  west  of  a  post  manned  by  the  Iraqi  National 
Guards, (INGs).  INGs  reported  that  they  fired  on  the  location  from 
which  the  mortars  were  being  fired  after  the  third  mortar  round  was 
launched.  INGs  also  reported  they  were  unable  to  give  chase  to  the 
attackers  because  of  insufficient  personnel.

-  Post's  core  EAC  met  on  several  occasions  on  10/1(^5  "and  the  full"

Mortar  and  Small  Arms  Attack 


Regional  Embassy  Office,  Al-Hillah 


At  approximately  0212  hrs  the  Embassy  compound  came  under  mortar  and 
automatic  weapons  fire.  Approximately  5  mortars  hit  in  and  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  Embassy.  The  mortar  attack  came  from  the  west  and  a 
simultaneous  automatic  weapons  attack  came  from  the  Northeast.  The  mortar 
firing  position  has  been  located  at  approximately  1200  meters  from  the 
Embassy.  The  small  arms  attack  consisted  of  a  two-man  element  on  foot. 
They  engaged  from  approximately  250  meters_and  directed  their  fire  towards 
the  east  gate  of  the  embassy  from  across  the  river.  The  static  guards 

manning  the  post  returned  fire  with  60-70  rounds  with  an[_  /and  an^  j 

rifle.  The  small  arms  fire  was  immediately  suppressed  and  no  further  attacks 
occurred.  This  was  the  first  attack  where  rounds  actually  impacted  inside  the 
REO  compound. 

One  TCN  complained  of  hearing  loss  and  no  other  injuries  were  sustained. 


Two  trailers,  three  trucks,  the  Carpenter's  shop  and  the  Fire  Department's 
tanker  sustalnejdarnage. 


Activated  base  defense  plan  which  included  doubling  the  guard  posts  around 
the  perimeter,  establishing  three  QRF  teams  and  securing  all  the  principals 
into  the  main  Embassy  building.  Within  ten  minutes  we  had  full  accountability 
of  all  Embassy  personnel.  At  14  minutes  after  the  first  round  impacted  we 
sent  the  first  Sit  Rep  to  the  RSQ  in  Baghdad. 

At  daybreak  we  contacted  our  local  EOD  element  and  asked  them  to  conduct 
a  search  for  UXO  in  and  around  the  compound,  that  was  competed  by  noon 
and  no  UXO  were  found. 


Currently  in  the  process  of  conducting  an  AAR  with  the  RSO  and  we  will 
implement  all  necessary  changes  as  needed.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  Team  fires  two  rounds  into  approaching 
vehicle. 

On  October  10,  2005  at  approximately  1330  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  from 

the  State  Embedded  Team  (SET)  in  Baqubah,  Iraq  encountered  an 

aggressive  vehicle.  The  PSD  Team  was  traveling  to  a  venue  and  stopped  in 

traffic,  the  follow  vehicle's  members  were  using  hand  and  verbal  signals  to 

stop  traffic  behind  the  motorcade.  The  traffic  stopped  approximately  50 

meters  behind  the  motorcade.

On  10  October  2005  at  1310 I,  foe  well  gunner  of 

the  counter  assault  vehicle  fired  2  disabling  shots  into  an  approaching 
vehicle.  There  were  two  occupants  in  the  vehicle.  We  had  traffic 
stopped  about  50  meters  behind  us  in  order  for  the  motorcade  to  pull 
into  the  venue.  As  we  held  traffic  back  a  white  colored  sedam 
maneuvered  around  the  stopped  vehicles.  Our  first  warning  to 
"approaching  vehicles  is  a  sign  on  the  back  of  our  vehicle  that  states,

I  first  tried  to  get  the  vehicle  to  stop  by  flashing  a  225  lume 
Surefire  flashlight.  I  then  opened  my  hand  and  held  it  up  with  my 
palm  facing  the  driver  in  a  sign  to  stop  but  the  vehicle  kept 
approaching.

On  October  11,  2005,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en  route  to  Al  Kut  encountered 

several  aggressive  vehicles.  The  mission  involved  approximately  five  hours 

of  overland  travel  to  reach  the  venue  and  return  to  the  REO.  The  COM  PSD 

Team's  first  encounter  with  an  aggressive  vehicle  took  place  at 

approximately  0830  Hrs.  at  the  construction  area  of  Al  Hayy.  While  en 

route  to  Al  Kut  a  dark  colored  suburban  was  rapidly  approaching  the 

motorcade  from  the  rear.

Summary:  Dyncorp  PSD  Team  fires  three  rounds  into  approaching 
motorcycle. 

On  October  12,  2005  at  approximately  0958  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  was 
traveling  from  the  International  Zone  (IZ)  to  a  venue  in  the  Red  Zone  and 
encountered  an  aggressive  motorcycle.  The  PSD  Team  was  stopped  in 
front  of  the  venue  waiting  to  enter  and  the  follow  vehicle's  turret  gunner  was 
using  hand  and  verbal  signals  to  stop  traffic  behind  the  motorcade.  The 
traffic  stopped  approximately  75  meters  behind  the  motorcade.  The  turret 
gunner  observed  a  motorcycle  pass  the  stopped  traffic  and  accelerate 
towards  the  motorcade  despite  the  fact  that  the  surrounding  traffic  had  come 
to  a  complete  halt.  The  driver  of  the  motorcycle  appeared  to  be  carrying  a 
backpack.  When  the  motorcycle  was  approximately  30  meters  from  the 
motorcade,  the  turret  gunner  fired  one  round  from  his  ___jrmViinto  the  frame 
of  the  motorcycle,  the  motorcyclist  continued  towards  the  motorcade  and  the 
turret  gunner  fired  a  second  round  into  the 'frame  of  the  motorcycle.  At  the 
same  time  the  follow  vehicle's  right  rear  fired  one  round  from his [^Jrifle 
into  the  frame  of  the,  motorcycle.  The  motorcycle  came  to  an  immediate 
stop  in  the  roadway  approximately  25  meters.from  tha  rnotooiade.  The 
driver  got  off  of  the  motccc^cK,  f>us]$ea  itio  theiside  if  jtlis  rt&l  and  didn't 
appear  to  be  injured.

Our  detail  was  in  support  of  Team  s  I  We  were  traveling  north  away  from  \   _]  I  was  the 

left  rear  gunner  in  the  follow  vehicle.  Shortly  after  making  our  left  turn  through  the  L© Q_ 

intersection  of)     jl  saw  a,  small  white  motor  bike  working  its  way  through  traffic  on  the 

left  side.  I  called  the  Motor  bike  to  the  up  gunner  and  TC  twice.  Traffic  was  stopped  to 

our  rear  and  the  intersection  was  grid  locked.  The  motor  bike  was  approximately  45  to 

55  meters  to  the  rear  of  our  vehicle  and  rear  of  the  traffic  line.  There  was  a  single  male 

rider  wearing  white  head  dress,  white  shirt,  and  dark  pants.  The  rider  had  a  satchel 

attached  to  his  upper  body.  The  motor  bike  had  a  top  carryjigmgartment  attached  to  the 

rear.  Our  established  rear  stand-off  was  approximately^   J  from  the  traffic  line. 

Our  vehicle  was  in  a  slow  roll.  I  heard  the  up  gunner  and  the  right  rear  gunner 
simultaneously  commanding  the  motor  bike  to  stop.  The  motor  bike  breached  the  traffic 
line  at  approximately  25  meters  and  veered  right.  Our  driver  negotiated  a  right  tactical 
cant  facing  away  from  the  center  median  and  stopped.  I  heard  near  simultaneous  shots 
register  from  the  up  gunner  and  right  rear  gunner  positions.  I  opened  my  door  fully  for 
complete  roll  out  and  saw  an  IP  running  toward  the  motor  bike  rider.  The  rider  was 
dismounted  walking  and  pushing  his  bike  toward  the  traffic  line.  The  rider  was  not 
injured.  I  called  no  injuries  to  the  TC.  We  proceeded  into  the  venue. 
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On  12  October  2005,  at  approximately  1000  hrs,  Tearr/  was  in  support  of  Team  ^ 
enroute  to  Amanat  City  Hall,  I  was  assigned  as  the  driver  for  the  QRF  follow  Hummer.  ,  a. 
As  our  vehicle  cleared  \we  proceeded  North  and  slowed  to  hold  traffic  at  a  safe  . 

distance  allowing  Team  ^to  enter  the  venue.  I  then  heard  the  left  rear  gunner, '.   J 

'        ^  andf   jthe  turret  gunner  call  out  a  possible  threat  of  a  male  riding  a 

small  scooter  with  a  box  on  the  rear  and  the  driver  wearing  some  sort  of  bag  making  it's 
_way  through  traffic.  All  other  traffic  had  stopped  under  the  direction  of  the  turret  gunner 

,  I  came  to  a  complete  stop  to  provide  a  stable  firing  platform  and  turned  the 
hummer  slightly  to  the  right  to  allow  for  another  rear  gunner  to  assist  the  turret  gunner  in 
negating  any  possible  threat.  I  heard  ^  j  yelling  the  scooter  had  broken  through 

traffic.  At  that  time  I  heard  the  rear  doors  open  and  }  and   j 

yelling  stop  several  times.  I  then  heard  3  rapid  shots  fired.  and^  jthen 

advised  that  the  male  on  the  scooter  had  stopped  and  gotten  off  the  scooter  and  that  the 
local  IP's  were^  running  towards  the  male  with  the  scooter,  they  also  advised  they  had 
fired  into  the  scooter  itself  and  that  they  did  not  believe  there  to  be  any  injuries.  At  that 

time  the  Shift  Leader .  jadvised  the  TOC  of  the  situation,  we  held  traffic 

another  minute  to  make  sure  all  team  members  had  entered  the  venue  area  safely  then 
proceeded  inside  as  well.  End  of  Statement.

On  12  Oct,  2005,  at  approximately  1000,  while  escorting  Team     to  the  Amanat  City  .      i  ^ 
Hall  _      >,  I  was  riding  in  the  Shift  Leader  position  in  the  follow  HMMV  when  I  heard 
the  turret  gunner  and  left  rear  gunnercalling  out  the  traffic  situation  behind  our 
motorcade  as  we  waited  for  Team     to  enter  the  City  Hall  compound.  Both  gunners 
identified  a  white  motorcycle/scooter  and  notified  the  driver  and  myself.  As  our  vehicle 
came  to  a  halt  to  keep  traffic  from  the  PSD  team,  the  HMMV  driver  eanted-the  vehicle  to 
the  right  to  block  traffic.  I  heardthe  turret  gunner  yell  for  the  scooter  driver  to  stop  and 
then  the  gunner  fired  a  single  shot  at  the  bike.  By  this  time,  the  right  rear  had  already 
opened  his  door  and  also  yelled  stop.  A  second  or  two  after  the  first  shot  was  taken  I 
heard  2  more  shots  almost  in  unison,  which  were  from  the  turret  and  the  right  rear 
gunners.  I  immediately  passed  the  information  to  the  rest  of  the  team  and  then  called  in  a

We  were  secure  inside  as  well  I  called  the  TOC  via  MCI  cell  phone  and  gave  a  more  in 
depth  SITREP  to  the  Watch  Officer.

Between  the  hours  of  09:45  and  10:00,  on  12  October  2005,  Team ^_  (QRF/C AT)  was 

providing  in-transit  security  in  support  of  Team  \  wbile^enroute  totheir  venue  at  the 

Amanat  City  Hall      _  Just,  north  of      ,>our  vehicle   j Follow  HMMV)  stopped  W 

approx.  10-15  meters  south  of  the  venue,  in  order  to  hold  traffic  and  provide  stand-off  for 
the  PSD  team  as  it  entered  the  venue.  At  that  moment,  I  heard  the  Left  Rear  Gunner,  i 
Detail  Member '  J  and  Turret  Gunner,  Detail  Member^   ]  begin  , 


calling  out  a  possible  threat.  They  described  a  wMteincolor;  motor-seooter/moped-  with-  - 
a  box-shaped  container  attached  to  the  rear,  single  rider  (male),  wearing  what  appeared  to 
be  a  brown  backpack  or  satchel,  moving  through  traffic;  and  approaching  the  rear  of  our 
vehicle  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  I  clearly  heard  ^    /yelling  "Halt  Stop,  Quiff'  in  an 
effort  to  halt  the  advancing  threat.  Since  our  vehicle  had  stopped  with  a  slight  cant  to  the 
right,  my  position  as  the  Right  Rear  Gunner,  afforded  me  an  undisturbed  view  of  the 

approaching  motor-scooter.  I  opened  my  door  and  joined  in  with?  Jin  utilizing  hand 

&  arm  signals,  verbal  commands,  and  finally  a  presentation  of  deadly  force;  but  the 
motor-scooter  continued  to  advance.  I  then  fired  one  well-aimed  shot  into  the  frame  of 
the  motor-scooter,  impacting  at  a  point  approx.  halfway  between  the  handlebars  and  the 
front  tire.  As  I  fired,  I  heard  what  appeared  to  ber         weapon  discharge 

simultaneously  with  mine  (I  later  learned  that!  jhad  fired  two  shots).  It  is  important 

to  note  that  the  motor-scooter  had  advanced  to  within  approx.  25*30  meters  of  our 
vehicle  before  we  engaged.  The  rider  then  brought  his  motor-scooter  to  a  halt, 
dismounted  and  began  to  examine  the  damage.  Team^Shift  Leader, r 
called-in  the  sitrep  to  the  TOC,  and  we  proceeded  into  the  venue  without  further  incident 
(shots  fixed  at  09:59hrs.).  All  necessary  elements  of  the  Force  Continuum  were  utilized: 
Our  Presence  in  the  street,  with  the  "STAY  BACK  100  METERS"  sign  visible,  was 
unmistakable;  we  used  Dialogue,  Hand  Signals,  and  made  a  Presentation  of  Deadly 
Force  t6  make  our  intentions  clear.  Only  when  those  efforts  were  exhausted,  was  actual 
Deadly  Force  implemented.  The  rider  suffered  no  injuries  as  a  result  of  the  engagement. 

At  no  time  did  or  I  exceed  the  levels  of  force  outlined  in  the  DS/ROE.  The 

professionalism  and  sound  judgment  of  all  team  members  involved,  contributed  to  Team 
y*^  ability  to  successfully  mitigate  the  possible  threat  without  any  loss  of  life  and  only 

minimal  damage  to  private  property.

and  the  rear  Hummwv  was  stopped.  I  raised  my  hand  in  the  air  and  gave  the  stop  signal 
to  traffic.  Traffic  was  stopped  approximately  75  meters  behind  us.  A  motorcycle  drove 
around  the  stopped  traffic  and  proceeded  toward  the  Hummwv.  I  signaled  for  the 
motorcycle  to  stop  and  yelled  "stop"  several  times.  The  motorcycle  continued  to  proceed 
toward  the  motorcade.  The  motorcycle  reached  approximately  30  meters  behind  the 
motorcade  and  I  fired  one  round  into  the  frame  of  the  motorcycle.  The  motorcycle 
continued  toward  us,  "and  I  fired  one  more  round  into  the  frame  of  the  motorcycle.  The 
motorcycle  stopped  approximately  25,  meters  to  the  rear  of  the  motorcade.  A  male  riding 
the  motorcycle  got  off  the  motorcycle  and  pushed  the  motorcycle  to  the  side  of  the  road. 
Several  Iraqi  Police  approached  the  driver  of  the  motorcycle  and  spoke  to  him.  There  did 
not  appear  to  be  any  injury  to  the  driver  of  the  motorcycle. 

Due  to  the  fact  there  are  several  reports  of  IED's  used  by  persons  on  motorcycles,  I  felt 
there  was  an  imminent  threat  to  my  safety  and  the  safety  of  the  team  and  our  principals.

Summary:  On  October  14,  2005  at  approximately  1300  Hrs,  a  member  of 
the  Marine  Security  Forces  assigned  to  the  traffic  control  point  south  of  the 
Embassy  Annex  engaged  a  vehicle  which  failed  to  follow  proper  procedures, 
and  did  not  heed  visual  and  verbal  warnings  to  stop.  The  Marine  fired  one 
round  from  his '      j  rifle' into  the  front  grill  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle 
immediately  stopped.  The  vehicle  was  occupied  by  a  employee  of 
TAMSCO,  a  DOD  contracting  company.  The  driver  told  the  RSO 
Investigator  that  he  followed  the  vehicle  in  front  of  his  into  the  area  where 
the  Marines  check  ID's  and  wasn't  paying  attention  and  didn't  follow  the 
Marines  commands.  The  occupant  of  the  vehicle  wasn't  injured.

SYNOPSIS 

On  14OCT2005,  at  approximately  1300  hours,  Marine  Security  Forces  (MSF)  assigned  to  the  southern  traffic 
control  point  (TCP       _J  of  the  U.S .  Embassy  Annex  engaged  a  vehicle  attempting  to  enter  the  TCP  after 
ignoring  verbal  and  hand  commands  to  stop.  The  occupant  of  the  vehicle  suffered  no/no  injuries  in  the  incident 
Inspections  of  the  vehicle  and  scene  were  conducted,  as  well  as  statements  by  the  occupants  of  the  vehicle. 
Statements  were  obtained  from  the  Marine  guards  located  at  the  scene,  and  digital  video  of  the  incident  was 
reviewed.  No  evidence  was  uncovered  which  indicates  the  Marine  guards  acted  outside  established  Rules  of 
Engagement.  Case  closed.

4.  S A  Pryer  interviewed  the  vehicle  driver,  [  _  ~  ;  stated  that  he  works  as  a  DoD  ^ 
contractor  for  the  Tamsco  Company,  and  that  he  has  used  this  checkpoint  many  times  over  the  past 
twenty  months.  He  said  today  he  was  not  paying  attention.  He  started  to  move  forward  from  the  stop  I 


sign  before  being  waved  forward  by  the  Marine.  I  idid  not  hear  the  Marine  yell  for  him  to  stop 


and  he  did  not  see  the  Marine  give  hand  signals  for  him  to  stop.  The  first  thing.  |was  aware  of 

was  the  Marine  pointing  his  rifle  at  the  front  of  vehicle.  r_         /said  he  slammed  on  his 

breaks  and  the  Marine  fired.  I         Jthen  put  his  vehicle  in  reverse  and  backed  up  several  feet, 
f  [said:  "The  Marine  did  the  right  thing;  I  did  the  wrong  thing.  I  just  had  my  head  up  my  ass." 

5.  SA  Pryer  reviewed  the  digitally  recorded  images  from  camera  #29  taken  at  the  time  of  the  incident. 
Camera  #29  overlooks  the  location  where  the  incident  took  place.  The  camera  is  positioned  such  that 
the  vehicles  at  the  stop  sign  are  visible  but  not  the  Marines  at  the  check  point.  The  recorded  images 
show  the  subject  vehicle  as  it  approached  the  stop  sign  at  the  check  point.  Directly  in  front  of  the 
subject  vehicle  is  a  Jeep.

The  rear  doors  of  the  follow  vehicle  are 
equippedwith  a  large  placard  that  reads  "Stay  Back  100  meters"  in  Arabic 
and  English  writing.

While  en-route  to  the  venue  our  motorcade  traveled  through r  .   

At  approximately  50  meters  east  of         jour  motorcade  stopped  in  the 
roadway  due  to  traffic  blocking  our  progress.  I  had  the  rear  door  open 
signaling  to  all  vehicles  to  stop,  using  the  recognized  hand  signal  for  wait  with 
my  left  hand  and  yelling,  "stop"  in  Arabic.  I  had  my!  .    in  my  right  hand  at 
the  low  ready  position.  The  group  of  vehicles  to  the  rear  were  stopped 
between  35-50  meters  back,  waiting  in  the  roadway. 

I  noticed  a  dark  colored  four  door  sedan  pulled  over  at  the  front  of  the  group. 
The  vehicle  had  one  male  occupant.  The  vehicle  was  sitting  along  side  a  row 
of  parked  vehicles  on  the  curbside  of  the  roadway.  The  vehicle  was  canted 
away  from  the  parked  vehicles  and  pointed  towards  our  motorcade.

Since  all  of  the  vehicles  to  my  immediate  rear  were  stopped  and  waiting,  I 
began  to  shut  the  rear  door.  I  noticed  the  dark  colored  sedan  pull  from  its 
position  and  start  to  drive  towards  our  motorcade  quickly.,  I  yelled  at  the 
driver  to  "stop,"  in  Arabic,  as  I  fired  three  rounds  from  my     j rifle  into  the  grill 
area  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle  immediately  stopped.  I  shut  my  rear  door 
and  watched  as  the  male  driver  exited  the  driver's  seat  and  held  his  hands  up 
in  the  air.  He  did  not  appear  to  be  injured. 

During  the  ipcident  I  thought  I  heard  a  round  fired  from  the  right  side  of  our 

vehicle.  I  asked  IC  j  if  he  shot  his  weapon.  He  replied,  he  had  shot  the 

vehicle  once. 

I  relayed  to  my  shift  leader  thatThad  discharged  my  weapon  into  a  vehicle 
and  gave  the  brief  vehicle'  description.  I  advised  that  it  did  not  appear  the 
driver  was  injured. 

I  fired  my  weapon  into  the  vehicle  to  disable  its  forward  motion.  I  felt  my  team

A/RSO  Burnette  responded  to  the 
scene;  photographs  taken  at  the  scene  and  video  images  of  the  incident  recorded  by  security  cameras.

USAF  Security  Forces  arrived  on  scene  and  I  asked  if  they  had  a  portable  breathalyzer;  they  did  not  have 

one.  The  vehicle  was  towed  from  the  scene  by  KBljL  I  thanked   i  and'  for  their  ^

SUMMARY:  Blackwater  PSD  Team  fires  rounds  into  approaching  vehicle 
while  en  route  back  to  REO  Al  Hillah 

On  October  24,  2005,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en  route  back  to  REO  Al  Hillah 
encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  Approximately  1020  hours  the  team 
approached  the  Karbala  Circle  and  encountered  heavy  traffic.  The  last 

vehicle  (CAV)  in  a  I  vehicle  motorcade  stopped  traffic  from  the  rear  of 

the  motorcade.  Traffic  stopped  about  90-100  meters  from  the  rear  of  the 
motorcade.  The  Well  Gunner  used  his  Surefire  flashlight  to  signal  traffic  to 
stop.  The  team  was  traveling  in  a  brand  new  2nd  Generation  fighting  follow 
which  has  a  clearly  painted  sign  on  the  back  that  says  stay  back  100  meters. 
The  new  fighting  follow  however  does  not  have  lights  and  sirens.

toward  the  motorcade.  The  Well  Gunner  and  the  Right  Rear  Gunner  fired  5 
to~&  rounds  a  piece  into  the  hood  and  the  windshield  to  stop  the  vehicle  or 
the  driver.  The  driver  continued  to  duck  down  behind  the  dash  board  and 
swerved  away  from  the  Right  Rear  Gunner's  side  of  the  motorcade.  The 
driver  continued  toward  the  motorcade  and  the  Well  Gunner  fired  two  more 
5  round  burst  at  the' vehicle  until  his  weapon  jammed.  The  Left  Rear 
Gunner  opened  his  door  and  noticed  the  vehicle  was  now  on  the  left  side  of 
the  motorcade.  The  Left  Rear  Gunner  observed  the  driver  sit  up  from 
behind  the  dash  board  look  at  the  CAV  and  turn  Jiis  car  back  toward  the 
CAV.  The  Left  Rear  Gunner  fired  several  rounds  into  the  front  hood  and 
grill  area  of  the  vehicle.  Now  along  side  of  the  CAV  the  driver  then 
attempted  to  pass  the  CAV.  The  Left  Rear  Gunner  then  fired  several  rounds 
into  the  front  passenger  door  and  fender  area.  The  driver  slowed  his  car  and 
the  CAV  started  to  pull  pass  him  and  the  driver  attempted  to  head  back  at 
the  CAV.  Left  Rear  Gunner  fired  another  shot  taking  out  the  left  front  tire.

IP's  were  sent  to  the  area  to  get 
pictures  of  the  vehicle.  Photos  show  there' are  many  holes  in  the  grill  and 
hood  but  maybe  only  two  holes  in  the  wind  shield,  even  though  there  are 
more  than  6  hits  to  the  glass.

area  of  the  black  car,  again  the  vehicle  failed  to  slow  so  I  then  placed  3  more 
separate  5  round  bursts  into  the  hood  and  windshield  area  of  the  black  car.  Each 
time  I  discharged  a  5  round  burst  I  reassessed  the  situation  to  see  if  . the  black  car 
had  attempted  to  slow  down.  Between  the  second  5  round  burst  I  noticed  that  the 
driver  had  ducked  down  and: accelerated  the  vehicle  towards  the  rear  left 
Observer's  side  of  the  Counter  Assault  Vehicle.  As  I  discharged  my  last  5  round

,  the  rear  left  observer  of  the  Counter  Assault  Vehicle  had  his  door  open 
and  was  engaging  the  black  car.  The  black  car  then  veered  away  from  the  left 
side  of  the  Counter  Assault  Vehicle  by  approximately  5  meters  away.  The  last  few 
rounds  went  through  the  front  window  of  the  vehicle  and  I  believe  one  of  them 
struck  the  driver.  During  the  time  of  these  events  I  was  in  fear  for  the  safety  of  our 
principles  and  my  fellow  teammate's  lives.  The  motorcade  continued  on  to  base 
without  further  incident.

On  October  24,  2005  at  approximately  0953hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team

While  merging  into  the  main  traffic  lanes,  a  Blue  Bongo  Truck  with  two 
male  occupants  approached  the  motorcade  from  the  rear  at  a  high  rate  of 
speed.  The  Rear  Gunner  of  the  Lead  Mamba  Vehicle  gave  physical 
warnings  to  the  driver  in  the  form  of  hand  signals  and  presenting  his  (371 
rifle.  Verbal  warnings  were  given  in  the  form  of  shouts  from  the  Lead 
Mamba  Rear  Gunner  and  air  horns  from  the  Mamba  driver.  Fearing  for  the 
lives  of  himself  and  teammates  the  Lead  Mamba  Rear  Gunner  fired  two

On  Monday  October  24,  2005  at  0730  hrs  Team)  j  was  briefed  on  the  day's 

missions,  times,  routes  and  rules  of  engagementprior  to  departure.  At 
approximately  0953hrs  while  traveling  East  over  I  ]around  the  right  top 

side  of  the  tunnel,  a  blue  Bongo  truck  proceeded  up  out  of  the  tunnel  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed- failing  to  heed  verbal  and  visual  warnings  by  the  rear  turret 
gunner  of  the  lead  vehicle.  The  rear  turret  gunner  on  the  lead  vehicle  used  all

hand  signals  for  the  driver  to  stop  and  raising  the  barrel  of  his  issued  Jrifle. 
The  driver  failed  to  heed  any  of  the  warnings  provided  and  the  rear  turret 
gunner,  fearing  for  his  life,  and  the  lives  of  all  members  of  his  motorcade,  and 
also  basing  his  decision  upon  past  threats  of  VBIED's  and  insurgents  actions, 
fired  2  rounds  into  the  front  engine  compartment  of  the  vehicle.

Summary:  On  10/24/05  RSO  Mosul  was  notified  that  a  Blackwater  PSD  engaged  a  local 
national  vehicle  after  the  unknown  vehicle  had  attempted  to  abruptly  cut  in  front  of  the 
motorcade  and  failing  to  heed  signals  to  stop.  Unfortunately  when  the  up-gunner  fired  a 
short  burst  into  the  vehicle,  the  escalation  of  force  resulted  in  the  death  of  a  bystander  on  a 
median.  RSO  later  confirmed  that  the  LN  killed  at  the  scene  had  been  struck  in  the  head  by 
a  ricocheting  bullet  which  that  had  exited  the  window  or  rear  compartment  of  the  vehicle 
(NFI).   End  Summary 

Spot  Report: 

On  October  24,  2005,  at  approximately  1155  hrs  (local),  RSO  Mosul  was  notified  that  a 
Blackwater  PSD  exiting  Provost  Hall  in  Mosul  had  engaged  an  unknown  local  national  (LN) 
vehicle  with  deadly  force.  Prior  to  the  incident,  Iraqi  Police  (TP)  in  the  area  of  stopped  all 
traffic  coming  into  the  intersection;  but  as  the  PSD  motorcade  exited  the  venue,  the  lead 
Tactical  Support  Team  (TST)  up-gunner,  lead  TST  driver  and  Tactical  Commander  noted  a 
gold  passenger  sedan  with  a  lone  occupant  inching  into  the  intersection  from  the  westbound 
lane  of  a  major  road  leading  to  the  intersection  the  PSD  was  approaching.  The  TST  up- 
gunner  indicated  (both  hand  and  verbal  signals/  for  the  LN  driver  to  stop,  but  the  unknown 
driver  began  to  execute  a  left-hand  turning  movement  into  the  front  of  the  motorcade  after 
making  eye  contact  with  both  the  up-gunner  and  driver.

There  were  no  injuries  to  the  PSD  members  or  the  Protectees.  One  LN  was 
killed  as  a  result  of  PSD  gunfire  exiting  an  aggressive  vehicle  that  crossed 
into  the  path  of  the  motorcade  in  the  intersection.  This  vehicle  was  damaged 
significantly  in  the  rear  passenger  compartment.  


The  PSD  conducted  the  movement  to  Provincial  Hall  from  0830  to'0855.

RSO  is  working  on  obtaining  sworn  statements,  but  in  the  interim  wanted  to  expedite  notification  to 
Baghdad  on  two  shootings  during  a  PSD  movement  today  in  Mosul.  The  first  occurred  with 
only  minor  vehicular  damage  and  no/no  injuries;  however,  the  second  involved  a  round  that  struck 
an  Iraqi  standing  near  a  vehicle  which  attempted  to  cut  into  the  motorcade  at  a  high  rate  of  speed. 

While  RSO  is  currently  investigating,  it  appears  that  one  of  the  rounds  fired  by  the  lead  TST  up- 
gunner  skipped  off  the  ground  and  killed  a  bystander  instantly  (Gunner  fired  a  three  round  burst  into 
the  passenger  compartment). 

Statements  are  being  written  up  by  all  PSD  and  R_0  personnel  on  site;  RSO  will  complete  a  full 
spot  report  ASAP.

On  October  24,  2005  at  approximately  1437hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team 
encountered  an  aggressively  driven  vehicle  when  traveling  from  Doura 
Power  Plant  to  the  International  Zone  in  the  vicinity  of  grid  *~     J_  While  ^ 
creating  a  protective  bubble  around  the  stopped  motorcade  the  CAT  Humvee 
encountered  a  Blue  Van  approaching  the  rear  of  the  motorcade.  The  driver 
was  given  visual  warnings  in  the  form  of  the  large  decal  on  the  rear  of  the 
CAT  Humvee  stating  in  Arabic  and  English  "WARNING  STAY  BACK  100 
METERS".  The  Turret  Gunner  gave  physical  warnings  in  form  of  hand  ^ 
gestures  and  presenting  his  I     jrifle.  Verbal  warnings  were  also  given 
ordering  the  vehicle  to  stop.  Fearing  for  the  lives  of  himself  and  teammates 
the  Turret  Gunner  fired  a  one  round  from  hist     ji^to  the  grill.  The  Blue 
Van  immediately  stopped  20  meters  from  the  motorcade.  Two  Iraqi 
policemen  approached  the  vehicle  and  spbke  to  the  driver  and  indicated  to 
the  motorcade  that  the  occupant  was  uninjured.

On  October  26,  2005  at  approximately  1624hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  from  the 
State  Embedded  Team  (SET)  in  Baqubah,  Iraq  encountered  an  aggressively 
driven  white  sedan  occupied  by  one  person.  While  traveling  from  the  IZ 
back  to  Baqubah,  the  motorcade  encountered  heavy  traffic  and  came  to  a 
stop.  Traffic  was  stopped  35  meters  from  the  follow  at  which  point  the 
suspect  vehicle  went  around  stopped  traffic  and  proceeded  towards  the 
motorcade.

On  October  26, 2005  at  approximately  1500hrs,  while  returning  to  the 
International  Zone  (IZ)  from  a  venue,  a  COM  PSD  Team  from  Baghdad 
encountered  an  aggressively  driven  black  4-door  sedan  occupied  by  three 
males.  The  vehicle  breached  the  integrity  of  the  COM  PSD  motorcade  by 
maneuvering  between  the  lead  and  the  second  vehicle.  The  driver  of  the 
black  sedan  continued  to  accelerate,  closing  the  distance  with  the  lead 
vehicle  and  ignored  both  hand  and  verbal  signals  to  stop.

Summary:  Dyncorp  PSD  Team  fires  into  approaching  vehicle. 

On  November  1,  2005  at  approximately  1030hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team 
encountered  a  vehicle  that  failed  to  yield  while  traveling  from  FOB  Courage 
to  the  USAID  Compound  in  Irbil.  The  lead  TST  vehicle  was  holding  traffic 
while  the  motorcade  initiated  a  U-turn  across  the  median.

Subject:  Use  Of  Deadly  Force  During  a  Motorcade  Movement— Possible  KIA 
Reporting  Office:  REO  Mosul  -  RSO 

Summary:  On  1 1  /01  /05  RSO  Mosul  was  notified  that  a  PSD  had  engaged  a  while  en  route 
to  collect  a  new  officer  from  the  REO  in  Irbil.  It  was  reported  that  an  unknown  local 
national  (LN)  driver  failed  to  yield  after  several  attempts  by  members  of  the  PSD  as  the 
motorcade  was  attempting  to  navigate  a  u-turn.  When  the  LN  vehicle  was  perceived  as  a 
clear  threat  to  the  motorcade  it  was  fired  upon;  PSD  members  stated  that  the  driver  most 
likely  was  struck  several  times  during  the  incident.  No  additional  injunes  or  property 
damage  was  reported  and  the  PSD  motorcade  continued  to  its  destination  without  further 
incident.  RSO  notified  relevant  U.S.  Army  personnel  and  requested  medical  assets  be 
dispatched  to  the  location.  RSO  has  reviewed  the  Use  of  Deadly  Force  policy  with  PSD 
personnel  involved.  End  Summary. 

Spot  Report 

On  November  1,  2005,  RSO  Mosul  was  notified  that  a  PSD  traveling  from  FOB  Courage 
had  utilized  deadly  force  against  a  local  national  (LN)  driving  a  vehicle  while  en  route  to  the 
USAID  Compound  in  Irbil.  The  PSD  motorcade  had  departed  Forward  Operating  Base 

(FOB)  Courage  at  approximately  0930  hrs.  (local)  eastbound  on  Route !  .  _  1  for  REO 

Irbil-  however,  shortly  after  passing  the  town  of  Bartala,  the  motorcade  was  in  the  process  of  ^ 

conducting  u-turn  across  a  median  [jGrid:  {  ^-approximately  20  kilometers

Summary:  On  1 1  /01  /05  RSO  Mosul  was  notified  that  a  PSD  had  engaged  a  while  en  route  to  collect  a  new 
officer  from  the  REO  in  Irbil.  It  was  reported  that  an  unknown  local  national  (LN)  driver  failed  to  yield 
after  several  attempts  by  members  of  the  PSD  as  the  motorcade  was  attempting  to  navigate  a  u-tum.  When 
the  LN  vehicle  was  perceived  as  a  clear  threat  to  the  motorcade  it  was  fired  upon;  PSD  members  stated  that 
the  driver  most  likely  was  struck  several  times  during  the  incident.  No  additional  injuries  or  property 
damage  was  reported  and  the  PSD  motorcade  continued  to  its  destination  without  further  incident.  RSO 
notified  relevant  U.S.  Army  personnel  and  requested  medical  assets  be  dispatched  to  the  location.  RSO  has 
reviewed  the  Use  of  Deadly  Force  policy  with  PSD  personnel  involved.  End  Summary.

SUMMARY:  On  8  November  2005,  at  approx  1200  hrs,  a  COM  PSD 

motorcade  encountered  an  aggressively  driven  vehicle  in  the  vicinity  of 

Checkpoint  "  The  motorcade  had  slowed  to  5  mph  while  waiting  for  W 

traffic  to  clear.  Traffic  behind  was  stopped  60  meters  behind  the  motorcade. 

A  White  Minivan  drove  around  the  stopped  traffic  and  approached  the 

motorcade  from  the  rear  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The  driver  was  given  visual 

warnings  in  the  form  of  the  large  decal  on  the  rear  of  the  Follow  Vehicle 

stating  in  Arabic  and  English  "WARNING  STAY  BACK  1 00  METERS". 

The  Left  Rear  gave  verbal  and  hand  signals  motioning  the  driver  to  stop. 

The  White  Minivan  showed  no  signs  of  slowing  down  and  continued 

towards  the  Follow  Vehicle.  At  30  meters  the  Left  Rear  fired  two  rounds 

into  the  grill  to  disable  the  White' Minivan.  The  White  Minivan  stopped  25 

meters  from  the  motorcade.  The  White  Minivan  middle-aged  male  driver 

was  not  injured.

SUBJECT:  COM  PSD  Shoots  To  Disable  Aggressive  Vehicle 
REPORTING  OFFICE:  REO  Al-Hillah 

SUMMARY:  On  1 1/8/05  at  app.  1050,  a  COM  PSD  encountered  an 
aggressive  vehicle  while  were  en-route  to  Camp  Duke.  The  team  had 
recently  departed  the  Najaf  Government  Center  (GC)  and  encountered 
heavily  congested  and  unresponsive  traffic  within  the  city  limits.  The 
motorcade  passed  a  white  4  door  Toyota  pickup  truck,  which  then 
swerved  in  directly  behind  the  CAV.  The  vehicle  was  app.  50  yards  behind 
the  PSD  and  accelerating  toward  the  tail  vehicle.  The  well  observer 
repeatedly  flashed  the  driver  with  a  flashlight,  then  deployed  a  pen  flare  in 
the  direction  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle  continued  to  close  the  distance 
between  it  and  the  motorcade,  and  when  it  was  within  app.  30  yards  of  the 
tail  vehicle  the  well  observer  fired  a  4-round  burst  from  af        (into  the 
grill  of  the  vehicle  to  disable  it.  The  truck  then  turned  off  of  the  road  and 
did  not  continue  to  pursue  the  motorcade.

Summary:  On  November  10,  2005  at  approximately  2230  Hrs,  a  member  of 
the  Marine  Security  Forces  assigned  to  Traffic  Control  Point  (ECP)rZJ 
engaged  a  vehicle  which  failed  to  follow  proper  procedures,  and  did  not 
heed  visual  and  verbal  warnings  to  stop.  The  Marine  fired  two  rounds  from 

his  /  jrifle  into  the  front  grill  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle  immediately 

stopped. 

The  vehicle  was  occupied  by  two  employees  of  Olive  Security,  a  British 
contracting  company.  The  driver  told  the  RSO  Investigators  that  when  the 
shots  were  fired  into  the  grill  of  his  vehicle,  he  was  talking  to  the  passenger 
in  his  vehicle  and  was  not  paying  attention  to  the  commands  of  the  Marine 
manning  the  checkpoint.  The  occupants  of  the  vehicle  were  not  injured. 

RSO  Action:  As  per  standard  procedure,  RSO  investigators  were  notified 
and  dispatched  to  the  traffic  control  point  to  collect  physical  evidence, 
document  the  scene  and  interview  the  individuals  involved.

'  Jhat  there  was  an  Iraqi  middle  aged  man  with  a  long  barreled  rifle  drrthe  blacTTside  of 

the  venue  walking  southeast  on  a  dirt  road.  We  then  confirmed  with  the  Iraqi  Security  Guards  . 
(FPS)  at  the  main  gate  if  that  w,as  one  of  their  guards  or  a  guard  coming  to  work.  They  relayed 
that  he  was  not  with  them.  The"  '  >then  called  for  a  patrol  to  head 

out  to  intercept  the  Iraqi  and  help  asses  the  situation  and  his  actions.  I  took  my  vehicle  with  driver 
|  and  moved  towards  the  direction  of  the  Iraqi.  Our  vehicle  was  driving  from 
the  backsideof  the  Iraqi  parallel  to  him.  Once  we  spotted  the  Iraqi  he  saw  us  and  un-slung  his 
weapon  and  started  to  move  at  a  quicker  pace.  I  told  my  driver  to  jump  ahead  of  him  and  stop  our 
vehicle.  We  were  now  positioned  parallel  to  him  with  a  distance  of  about  50-75  meters  between 
us.  He  was  still  on  the  road  on  an  elevated  position  with  a  high  concrete  wall  between  us  which 
was  five  feet  from  the  road  allowing  him  to  duck  in  a  ditch.  Once  our  vehicle  came  to  a  stop,  the 
driver  and  I  deployed  out  of  the  vehicle  and  began  to  move  towards  the  Iraqi.  He  immediately 
turned  his  full  body  towards  us  with  his  rifle  in  hand  once  we  had  begun  to  move..  I  took  this  as  a 
threat  against  us  and  feared  for  our  safety.  The  driver  and  I  immediately  came  up  with  our  DSS 
assigned  rifles,  switched  to  semi  and  were  about  to  discharge  rounds  at  the  Iraqi.  One  shot  rang 
out  from  our  backside  at  the  same  time  we  were  coming  up  with  our  rifles  and  the  Iraqi  fell  to  the 
ground.  The'  _  then  relayed  that  he  had  discharged  a  round  at 

the  Iraqi  man  arid  struck  him.  The  last  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  from  team  came  up  behind  my 

vehicle  and  we  decided  to  move  towards  the  wall  were  the  Iraqi  had  fell  because  we  could  not 
see  him  anymore  and  confirm  if  he  was  down.  I  told  my  driver  to  stay  with  our  vehicle  and  theirs 
trailed '  ,\and  my  self  to  the  wall.  The  wall  was  about  eight  feet  high  once  next  to  it, 

I  moved  to  an  elevated  dirt  mound  to  see  over  the  wall  and  saw  the  Iraqi  on  the  ground.  He  was 
injured  in  his  right  arm,  I  then  told  him  to  stand  up  and  move  away  from  his  rifle.  The  Iraqi  moved 
15  feet  away  from  his  rifle  and  stood  there.  The  vehicle  that  trailed  us  moved  its  nose  against  the 
wall  allowing  two  of  the  observers  J  to  hop  over  and  retrieve  his 

rifle  and  to  check  for  other  weapons  and  threats.  We  gave'aid  to  the  Iraqi  by  way  of  bandages. 
The  two  observers  then  moved  back  over  the  wall  with  the  rifle.  When  we  had  accountability  I 
rode  back  with  that  vehicle  and  linked  up  with  my  driver  at  our  vehicle.  Both  vehicles  then  moved 
back  to  the  Administrative  Building  of  the  plant.  I  notified  my  Shift  Leader  )  of  the 

situation  and  continued  mission.

in  Al-Hillah  the  motorcade  became  halted  in  heavy  traffic,  and  a  line  of 
local  vehicles  had  halted  an  appropriate  distance  from  the  rear  of  the 
motorcade.  The  rear  observer  in  the  last  PSD  vehicle  observed  a  blue- 
green  colored  mini  van  driving  past  the  vehicles  that  had  stopped  for 
our  motorcade.  Both  the  right  and  left  rear  observers  in  the  rear 
vehicle  opened  their  doors  and  were  giving  both  verbal  and  hand  and 
arm  signals  for  this  vehicle  stop.

1/ ~    I  the  Protective  Service  Specialist  (PSS)  in  the  rear  of 
the  last  vehicle  of  the  motorcade,  on  12  November  2005,  at  approx 

0805  hrs,  approx  400  meters  west  of\_  .circle,  was  traveling  east  on

The  vehicle  failed  to  yield  to  these  signals,  myself  flashing  my  surefire 
flashlight,  and  the  clearly  marked  signals  on  the  rear  of  our  vehicle, 
which  included  a  clearly  marked  sign  in  white  letters,  written  in  the 
Arabic  and  English  languages,  to  keep  back  100  meters. 

At  this  time  I  feared  for  my  life  and  the  lives  of  my  Principals  and 
teammates.  The  vehicle  was  approximately  25  meters  from  my  vehicle 
when  I  fired  my  Department  of  State  issued  weapon  into  the  front  grill 
area  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicle  stopped  at  that  time. 

I  observed  a  heavy  flow  of  radiator  fluid  running  but  of  the  bottom  area 
of  the  front  of  the  vehicle.  There  were  no  impacts  to  the  windshield  and 
all  occupants  appeared  unharmed.  The  vehicle  backed  away 
approximately  10  as  we  were  pulling  away. 

Had  I  possessed  pen  flares  during  this  incident  I  feel  that  I  could  have 
stopped  this  vehicle  with  a  pen  flare  fired  into  its  front  area.

SUMMARY:  On  November  13,  2005  at  approximately  1202  hrs,  a  COM 
PSD  motorcade  was  approaching  the  International  Zone,  Checkpoint  1, 
waiting  to  enter  and  observed  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade  passed 
a  four  door  white  Kia  parked  on  the  side  of  the  roadway  and  when  the 
motorcade  passed  the  vehicle  pulled  into  traffic  behind  the  motorcade.  The 
vehicle  was  approximately  100  meters  behind  the  motorcade  when  he  pulled 
into  traffic  and  the  well  gunner  opened  the  door  and  used  hand  and  verbal 
signals  in  an  attempt  to  get  the  vehicle  to  stop.  The  vehicle  stopped  in  the 
roadway  approximately  75  meters  behind  the  motorcade.  The  well  gunner 
closed  the  door  and  the  vehicle  began  to  accelerate  towards  the  direction  of 
the  motorcade.  The  well  gunner  opened  the  door  a  second  time  and  used 
hand  and  verbal  signals  to  stop  the  vehicle.

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On  1 1  Nov  2005  team '     jdeparted  FOB  Warhorse  for  the  CMOC  in 
Baqubah.  On  this  mission  I  was  the  well  gunner  in  the  CAT  vehicle. 

On  the 
out  skirts  of  FOB  Warhorse  we  (theGAT  team)  established  a  bubble  to 
the  rear  to  give  our  convoy  some  stand  off  because  of  the  heavy  traffic.

I  observed  a 
Gray  Station  wagon  vehicle  occupied  by  a  single  male  occupant  who  kept 
approaching  at  high  speed  towards  the  motorcade.  At  this  time,  the  vehicle 
was  approximately  100  meter  from  the  motorcade.  As  I  announced  the 
approaching  vehicle  wasn't  slowing  down,  the  left  I  /  and  right 

rear  observer  started  to  open  their  doors  to  signal  the  vehicle 
to  stop.  I  noticed  the  vehicle  kept  approaching  at  high  speed  and  had  ignored 
the  clearly  marked  sign  in  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  that  warns  to  stay  away  100 
meters  in  Arabic  language,  and  the  lights  in  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  that  are 
meant  to  draw  attention  to  the  sign  mentioned  above.

After  seeing  the  rounds  impact  the  grill,  I  observed  the  windshield  to 
determine  the  reaction  of  the  driver.  At  this  point,  the  driver  of  the  vehicle 
complied  and  brought  the  vehicle  to  a  halt  and  put  his  hands  up.  This  led  me 
to  believe,  the  occupant  was  unharmed. 

This  decision  was  taken  based  on  previous  intelligence  in  regards  to 
VBIED's  driven  by  single  male  occupants  in  the  south  central  region  of  Iraq.

out  of  our  Counter  Assault  Vehicle(CAV),  we  attempted  to  report  the  incident 
to  BW  operations  with  no  luck,  we  finally  relayed  the  information  upon 
returning  to  base  at  REO  Hilla. 

On  the  second  occasion  the  motorcade  was  attempting  to  cross  over  an 
intersection  that  was  transited  by  fast  approaching  traffic  in  all  directions.  The 
lead  vehicle  began  to  cross  when  there  were  no  approaching  vehicles  visible, 
but  shortly  thereafter  the  right  rear  observer  in  the  follow  vehicle  discharged 
his  Department  of  State  issued '  j  at  a  fast  approaching  Suburban

Both  of  these  incidents  were  justified,  because  the  team  members  feared  for 
the  lives  of  the  other  members  of  the  convoy.

SUMMARY:  On  11/19/05  at  app.  1220,  a  COM  PSD  enroute  to  the 
Najaf  Government  Center  (GC)  shot  to  disable  a  vehicle  that  had 
ignored  warnings  to  stay  clear  of  the  motorcade.  The  motorcade  was 

traveling  on  route!  ~~   J  and  as  it  approached  route'.          .  traffic 

to  its  left  was  halted  to  allow  the  motorcade  to  pass.  The  well  observer 
in  the  rear  vehicle  then  noticed  a  grey  4-door  sedan  with  dark  tinted 
windows  swerve  through  the  stopped  traffic  and  close  to  within  100 
yards  of  the  motorcade.  The  well  observer  immediately  signaled  this 
vehicle  with  a  blinking  flashlight  per  SOP,  and  at  this  point  the  grey 
vehicle  backed  away  from  the  motorcade.  The  vehicle  then  continued 
to  follow  the  motorcade  at  a  distance  of  app.

At  1 220pm  on  November  1 9,  2005  I,  _         _   i  was  serving  in  the  Well  Gunners 

position  in  the  Counter  Assault  Vehicle  (CAV).  During  the  time  of  incident  my  team  and  I  were 
en-route  to  the  Government  Center  injhe  city  of  An  Najaf.  We  had  just  departed  Camp  Duke. 

While  traveling  down  route  _   ( a  suspected  improvised  explosive  device  was  spotted 

on  the  right  side  of  the  road  by  the  Tactical  Commander.  Our  motorcade  swerved  to  avoid  and 
reported  the  possible  threat  to  Hillah  Operations  center  as  well  as  the  explosive  ordnance 
disposal  (EOD)  team  located  at  the  Government  center. 

After  passing  the  possible  IED  on  route'  ~  the  motorcade  continued  our  route,  as 

briefed.  As  we  approached  route!        Jthe  left  door-gunner  informed  me  of  traffic  holding  to  our 
left,  as  per  standard  operating  procedure  (SOP).  The  traffic  was  in  fact  holding,  until  we  made 
the  turn,  at  this  point  I  noticed  a  grey  4-door  sedan  with  dark  tinted  windows  swerve  through  the 
stopped  traffic  to  place  himself  within  our  100-yard  security  perimeter.  I  immediately  signaled 
him  with  my  surefire  flashlight,  as  per  SOP.  Due  to  the  dark  tint  of  the  windows,  I  was  unable  to 
see  how  many  passengers  were  inside  the  vehicle.  This  caused  him  to  pull  off  to  approximately 
120  yards_behind  our  motorcade,  however,  the  vehicle  continued  to  follow.  As  we  proceeded 
down  I        lall  traffic  was  either  yielding  to  the  side  of  the  road,  or  stopping  altogether,  except 
for  the  aforementioned  grey  sedan.  The  suspect  vehicle  would  then  begin  to  close  in  to  about  80 
- 100  yards,  I  would  signal  with  the  surefire  light,  and  he  would  back  off  to  120  yards.  This 
continued  for  3  miles.  There  is  no  legitimate  reason  for  any  vehicle  to  pursue  us  at  a  controlled 
distance  at  that  rate  of  speed.  As  we  approached  the  Iraqi  Police  checkpoint  on  routej        .  our 
motorcade  was  forced  to  slow,  the  grey  sedan  continued  to  close  the  gap  between  us.  I  then 
attempted  to  signal  with  my  surefire  light.  Both  door  gunners  opened  their  doors  and  aimed  in  on 
the  suspect  vehicle  to  act  as  a  visual  deterrent,  the  vehicle  was  now  within  our  100-yard  security 
perimeter,  I  then  deployed  a  pen  flare  in  the  direction  of  the  vehicle,  as  per  SOP.  The  vehicle 
continued  to  within  70-80  yards  of  our  vehicle,  at  this  time  I  placed  a  controlled  4-round  burst 
from  my  issued  -into  the  grill  of  the  suspect  vehicle.  At  this  time,  he  slowly  pulled  off, 

but  did  not  noticeably  stop.  We  then  entered  the  chicane  barriers  at  the  checkpoint,  and  the 
sedan  did  not  pursue  any  further. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  there  is  a  sign  on  the  back  of  the  Counter  Assault  Vehicle  stating 
"DANGER!  STAY  BACK  100  METERS,  DEADLY  FORCE  IS  AUTHORIZED."  This  sign  is  in 
large  white  print  on  a  dark  blue  Chevrolet  Suburban  and  can  be  read  easily  from  100  meters  in 
Arabic  and  English.

Summary:  COM  PSD  Team  fires  three  rounds  into  an  aggressive  vehicle. 

On  November  19,  2005  at  approximately  1417  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  was 
getting  ready  to  leave  a  venue  in  the  Red  Zone  and  travel  to  the 
International  Zone.    The  team  encountered  a  vehicle  that  wouldn't  heed 
verbal  and  hand  signals  to  stop  the  vehicle.  The  lead  vehicle  (Humvee)  and 
the  follow  vehicle  (Humvee)  were  staged  outside  of  the  venue,  on  the  street, 
awaiting  the  departure  of  the  motorcade.   The  follow  vehicle's  right  rear 
gunner  had  line  of  sight  of  a  side  street  that  intersected  at  the  street  where 
the  vehicle  were  staged.  The  follow  vehicle,  right  rear  observed  a  four  door 
black  Mercedes  Benz  traveling  at  an  extremely  slow  rate  of  speed  down  the 
side  street  towards  the  direction  of  the  Humvees,  approximately  30  meters 
away.  The  right  rear  began  to  give  verbal  and  hand  signals  in  an  attempt  to 
get  the  driver  to  stop.  The  right  rear  crossed  over  a  small  median  in  the 
roadway  and  was  approximately  6  meters  away  from  the  vehicle  when  he 
fired  one  round  from  his      Jrifle  into  the  hood  of  the  vehicle.  The  follow 
vehicle  turret  up  gunner  had  been  covering  the  roadway  in  front  of  the 
Humvee  and  when  he  heard  the  right  rear  yelling  for  the  vehicle  to  stop,  he 
focused  his  attention  to  his  left,  from  the  direction  the  Mercedes  Benz  was 
traveling.

On  November  20,  2005  at  approximately  1016  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  from 

Baqubah,  Iraq  left  Forward  Operating  Base  (FOB)  Warhorse  en  route  to  a  ^ 

venue  and  encountered  an  aggressive  vehicle.  The  motorcade  began  to  slow 

down  because  it  was  getting  ready  to  turn  into  the  venue.  The  rear  vehicle 

(CAT  vehicle),  well  gunner  observed  an  oncoming  US  Army  convoy 

approximately  120  meters  behind  the  rear  vehicle.    The  well  gunner 

observed  a  white  four  door  sedan  pull  in  front  of  the  US  Army  convoy  and 

accelerate  towards  the  motorcade.  The  right  rear  gunner  used  verbal  signals, 

hand  signals  and  raised  his .   Jrifle  in  an  up  and  down  motion  in  an  attempt  l>3 

to  get  the  vehicle  to  stop.  The  well  gunner  used  a  spotlight  in  an  attempt  to  1 

get  the  vehicle  to  stop.

Summary: 

As  of  25  November  2005,   three   (3)   disabling  rounds  were 
fired  into  the  engine  block  area  of  a  suspect  vehicle. 
During  motorcade  operations,   the  rear  protective  officer 
observed  a  black  sedan  (suspect  vehicle)  performing  a  u- 
turn  in  traffic  proceeding  in  the  direction  of 
the  motorcade. 

The  suspect  vehicle  approached  the  rear  of  the  motorcade, 
demonstrating  no  concerns  for  the  IP  who  were  attempting  to 
slow  the  vehicle.     At  this  time,   the  suspect  vehicle 
continued  to  close  the  distance.     The  rear  protective 
officer  employed  verbal  and  non-verbal  warning  signs  to 
stop  the  advancing  threat.     It  appears  the  suspect  vehicle 
did  not  comply  to  the  warning  signs  and  continued  onward. 
The  rear  security  officer  fired  three  disabling  rounds  into 
the  engine  block  area  to  stop  the  potential  threat. 

The  suspect  vehicle  stopped  initially,   but  was  believed  to 
shadow  the  motorcade  to  the  scheduled  venue   (NFI) .  There 
were  no  injuries  or  collateral  damage  to  report.

SUBJECT:  COM  PSD  Shoots  to  Disable  Aggressive  Vehicle 
REPORTING  OFFICE:  REO  Al-Hillah 

SUMMARY:  On  December  3  a  Chief  of  Mission  Protective  Security 
Detail  (COM  PSD)  shot  to  disable  an  aggressive  vehicle  that  had 
approached  itsj      1  vehicle  motorcade.  As  the  motorcade  approached  a 
break  in  the  two  lane  road,  it  began  to  slow  in  order  to  execute  a  u-turn.  At 
that  time  all  traffic  was  stopped  approximately  80  -  90  meters  behind  the 
rear  vehicle.  Shortly  thereafter  a  white  Caprice  sedan  with  one  male 
passenger  began  to  move  towards  the  motorcade  from  its  stationary 
position.  As  the  vehicle  approached  to  within  30  meters  of  the  rear 
motorcade  vehicle,  the  well  observer  signaled  with  a  flashlight  and  by  hand 
for  the  white  Caprice  to  stop.  When  the  vehicle  continued  to  approach  the 
motorcade  and  was  within  20  meters  the  well  observer  fired  one  round  into 
its  front  grill  area.  The  vehicle  immediately  stopped  and  the  motorcade 
continued  on  to  its  venue  without  further  incident. 

RSO  ACTION:  RSO  has  interviewed  all  PSD  personnel  involved  in  this 
incident,  and  written  statements  from  these  personnel  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  RSO  Baghdad  TOC.  RSO  will  forward  any  additional  information  as 
appropriate.

Toyota  sedan  with  the  following  non-lethal  counter  measures;  a  flash 
of  light  from  the  vehicle's  spot  light,  deployed  a  smoke  grenade  and 
fired  a  pen  flare.

I  saw  the  impacts  of  the  rounds  that  were  fired.  The  rounds  hit  the 
front  grill  of  the  grey  Toyota  Sedan.  The  grey  Toyota  sedan  then  came 
to  an  immediate  stop.  The  driver  and  two  occupants  of  the  grey  Toyota 
sedan  exited  the  vehicle  appearing  to  be  unharmed.

The  rear  Protective  Security  Specialist  (PSS)  of  the  last  vehicle 
of  the  motorcade  turned  on  the  rear  facing  flashing  lights  to  warn  the  vehicle 
to  slow  down  and  stop.  The  PSS's  that  were  riding  in  the  left  rear  and  right 
rear  of  the  last  vehicle  of  the  motorcade  opened  their  doors,  shouted  verbal 
warnings,  and  gave  hand  and  arm  signals  for  the  approaching  Gray  Toyota  to 
stop.

Toyota  were  witnessed  by  the  right  rear  PSS's  of  the  last  vehicle  of  the 
motorcade  and  they  did  not  observe  any  injuries  to  the  driver  or  two 
passengers.  The  Gray  Toyota  came  to  a  stop  approximately  20  meters 
behind  the  motorcade.  One  of  the  missions  of  the  PSS's  riding  in  the  last 
vehicle  of  the  motorcade  is  to  keep  vehicles  from  approaching  the  rear  of  the 
motorcade.

Subject:  COM  PSD  Team  Fires  Three  Rounds  into  an  Aggressive  Vehicle 
Reporting  Office:  REO  Mosul 

Summary:  On  December  29,  2005,  at  approximately  1 1 :30  a.m.  a  COM 
PSD  team  was  traveling  from  Forward  Operating  Base  (FOB)  Courage  to  a 
venue  in  Mosul,  when  they  observed  a  white  sedan  traveling  at  a  high  rate  of 
speed  toward  the  motorcade.  The  up-gunner  in  the  lead  Tactical  Support 
Vehicle  (TST)  gave  hand  and  arm  signals  as  well  as  voice  commands  in 
Arabic  and  English  to  stop.  However,  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  ignored  the 
multiple  signals  given  and  continued  to  drive  aggressively  toward  the 
motorcade.  When  the  vehicle  approached  to  within  50  meters  of  the  lead 
vehicle,  the  up-gunner  fired  3  rounds  into  the  front  grill  of  the  vehicle.  The 
black  sedan  pulled  to  the  side  and  stopped,  while  the  motorcade  continued 
on  to  venue,  without  further  incident.  No  injuries  were  reported  and  the 
occupant  of  the  white  sedan  did  not  appear  to  be  injured. 

RSO  Action:  RSO  promptly  notified  the  FOB  Courage  TOC  and  reviewed 
the  use  of  force  policy  with  all  PSD  members.

At  approximately  1820  on  04  May  2005,  REO  Mosul  sustained  nine  mortar 
impacts,  six  on  compound  and  three  off  compound.  Five  personnel  were 
injured:  two  US  military,  two  Blackwater  security  personnel,  and  one 
translator  employed  by  the  REO.  The  first  BW  security  person  is  listed  in 
stable  condition  with  wounds  to  the  lower  abdomen.  His  prognosis  is  good 
to  excellent.  The  second  BW  security  person  is  listed  in  critical  condition 
with  injuries  to  the  jaw  and  face,  a  partially  amputated  leg,  and  a  loss  of  2 
units  of  blood.  The  embassy  translator  also  suffered  fragmentation  wounds 
to  the  shoulder,  but  has  no  serious  injuries.  He  is  listed  in  stable  condition.

At  approximately  1200,  on  10  May  05,  during  the  arrival  of  their 
principal  at  the  venue,  a  protective  detail  came  under  sporadic  gunfire 
during  the  dismount.  A  single  detail  member  was  shot  through  the 
hand  and  throat  with  a  single  round.  The  detail  called  for  Marine 
support  and  secured  the  principal  in  the  venue  until  support  arrived.

Summary:  PSD  motorcade  hit  with  IED  and  SAF. 

At  approximately  1745,  on  20  June  2005,  an  IED  struck  the  motorcade's 
lead  vehicle,  disabling  the  vehicle  and  wounding  the  occupants.  One 
individual  suffered  a  broken  leg  and  shrapnel  wounds,  an  unknown  number 
suffered  minor  shrapnel  wounds.  As  the  injured  team  members  were 
extracted  from  the  vehicle,  the  motorcade  came  under  small  arms  fire.  The 
damaged  vehicle  was  abandoned. 

The  Team  evacuated  to  an  Iraqi  Army  checkpoint  awaiting  US  Military 
exfiltration,  expected  by  1820.

On  07  September  2005  at  approximately  0845  hours,  the  RSO  TOC  was  notified  by  Ivan 
Wray,  RSO  Basrah  that  a  COM  motorcade  was  attacked  by  a  roadside  Improvised 
Explosive  Device  (IED).  At  approximately  0825  hours,  the  motorcade  had  picked  up 
personnel  at  Basrah  Air  Station  and  was  traveling  to  the  Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO) 
Basrah.  The  IED  struck  the  lead  vehicle  of  the  motorcade  on  the  left  side,  causing  the 
lead  vehicle  to  cross  four  lanes  of  traffic,  roll  off  an  embankment  and  come  to  rest  on  its 
roof.  The  lead  vehicle  was  occupied  by  four  Triple  Canopy  contractors  working  as 
Personal  Security  Detail  (PSD)  members. 

The  motorcade's  limo  continued  to  the  REO  and  all  personnel  were  accounted  for.  There 
were  four  protectees  in  the  motorcade  during  the  attack,  one  State  Department  employee 
working  in  the  IRM  office  and  three  contractors  who  are  working  for  MCI  with  the  IRM 
office. 


The  motorcade's  follow  vehicle  stayed  on  scene  and  when  they  reached  the  lead  vehicle 
the  left  rear,  PSD  member  (AMCIT)  and  tactical  commandeer,  PSD  member  (AMCIT) 
were  deceased.

With  assistance  from  the  DynCorp  QRF  team  the  right  rear  PSD  member  (AMCIT)  was 
extracted  from  under  the  vehicle  but  expired  soon  afterwards.  The  QRF  team  also 
extracted  the  lead  driver,  PSD  member  (AMCIT)  from  the  vehicle  and  he  eventually 
transported  by  ambulance  to  the  Battlegroup's  (12th  Mechanized  Brigade)  headquarters 
and  then  transported  by  helicopter  to  the  area's  trauma  center,  Shalibah  logistics  base. 

At  1230  Hrs,  RSO  TOC  was  notified  by  RSO  Wray  that  the  fourth  PSD  member,  lead 
driver  that  was  injured  in  the  IED  attack  has  died  from  his  injuries.

Subject:  Improvised  Explosive  Device  (IED)  attack  on  a  COM  PSD  Team. 

Reporting  Office:  RSO  TOC  -  Baghdad 

Summary:  A  COM  PSD  Team  was  attacked  by  a  roadside  IED. 

On  September  27,  2005,  at  approximately  1 128  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  from 
the  Regional  Embassy  Office  (REO),  Mosul,  was  attacked  by  a  roadside 
improvised  explosive  device  (IED).  The  COM  PSD  Team  was  returning  to 
the  REO  from  the  Dahuk  area  with  three  COM  personnel  and  one  local 
national  (LN);  Special  Agent  Anthony  Smith  was  the  Agent  in  Charge  (AIC) 
of  the  PSD  team.  Approximately  4  kilometers  west  of  the  REO  an  IED  was 
detonated  adjacent  to  the  COM  motorcade.  The  motorcade  received  no 
damage  from  the  blast  and  moved  immediately  out  of  the  area.  The  PSD 
team  activated  the  vehicle's  Blue  Force  Tracker  (BFT)  system  and  the  signal 
was  relayed  to  the  RSOTOC  in  Baghdad. 

All  personnel  and  vehicles  in  the  convoy  were  immediately  accounted  for 
and  no  injuries  were  reported.  The  motorcade  continued  on  to  the  REO 
without  further  incident.  Special  Agent  Smith,  the  acting  RSO,  Mosul,  will 
be  holding  an  Emergency  Action  Committee  (EAC)  meeting  to  review  the 
attack  upon  the  motorcade.

SUBJECT:  DynCorp  Contractors  Killed  and  Wounded  in  IED 

Attack  on  INL  Convoy 

REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSO  TOC  Baghdad  and  DOS  Ops  Center 

SUMMARY:  On  November  14  at  0909  (local)  an  Improvised  Explosive 
Device  (IED)  detonated  next  to  a  last  PSD  follow  vehicle  in  an  INL  convoy 
as  it  passed  Assassin's  Gate/Check  Point  #1  on  Haifa  Street  going  to  the 
Iraqi  Ministry  of  Justice.  Casualties  have  been  confirmed  as  two  (2) 
DynCorp  PSD  contractors  KIA  and  three  (3)  DynCorp  contractors  WIA. 

According  to  DynCorp  PSD  team  leader,  the  convoy's  rear  vehicle  took  the 
brunt  of  the  blast  through  the  rear  window.  The  blast  killed  two  (2)  DynCorp 
South  African  PSD  members  (the  Follow  driver  and  Right  Front  ASL)  and 
wounded  three  (3)  other  DynCorp  PSD  members  in  the  rear  of  the  vehicle. 
(Note:  Two  (2)  of  the  WIA  received  major  burn  injuries  and  their  recovery 
prognosis  is  uncertain.  One  of  the  DynCorp  PSD  injured  (an  Amcit)  lost  his 
right  foot  in  the  attack  and  his  recovery  is  likely.) 

None  of  the  principals  being  transported  in  the  motorcade  were  believed  to 
have  sustained  injuries.

Detail  tactical  support  team  (TST)  was  traveling  towards  a  venue  in  the  red 
zone  when  the  third  vehicle  in  the  motorcade  was  struck  by  one  round  of 
small  arms  fire.  A  team  member  received  fragmentation  to  his  goggles,  but 
was  not  injured.  The  TST  team  was  unaware  of  where  the  round  was  fired. 
The  detail  continued  to  the  scheduled  venue  without  further  incident. 

There  were  no  injuries  to  any  TST  personnel.

DYNCORP  PSD  TEAM  STRUCK  BY  IED 


SUBJECT:  Dyncorp  PSD  team  struck  by  IED 
REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSO  TOC  Baghdad 

SUMMARY:  On  December  22,  at  approximately  08:00  a.m.  Baghdad  time, 
a  Dyncorp  protective  security  detail  convoy  was  struck  by  an  improvised 
explosive  device  (IED)  while  operating  north  of  Baghdad  in  the  Sunni 
Triangle.  The  detail,  which  was  operating  under  the  authority  of  INL  and 
originated  at  the  Al-Sadee  Hotel  in  Baghdad's  Red  Zone,  was  transporting 
USG  Correction  Officer  trainers  to  a  correction  facility  in  Bakuba.  The 
principal  was  not  injured  in  this  attack  but  one  American  citizen  and  one 
South  African,  both  employed  by  Dyncorp,  were  killed.  Additionally,  three 
Dyncorp  employees  were  injured  in  this  attack.  Two  of  these  individuals 
are  in  critical  condition  with  lost  limbs  and  chest/abdominal  injuries  while 
the  third  suffered  only  minor  injuries.  They  are  all  being  treated  in  the 
International  Zone. 

The  Dyncorp  convoy  was  being  operated  by  sub-contractor  Crucible  Group 
which  is  comprised  mainly  of  South  Africans.  It  is  believed  at  this  time  that 
the  others  injured  in  this  attack  were  South  African  nationals.

Mechanism  of  injury/fatality  initially  appears  to  be  a  combination  of  the 
blast  and  impact  from  ejection  from  the  vehicle.  A  third  PSD  member 
received  shrapnel  would  to  the  neck  and  upper  body.  His  injuries  are  not  life 
threatening.

The  PSD  team  conducted  evacuation/down  vehicle  procedures,  recovered 
the  two  KIA  PSD  members  and  provided  emergency  treatment  of  the 
wounded  PSD  member.  The  team  notified  Hilla  PSD  via  cell  phone  and 
received  instructions  to  RTB  to  BIAP  CASH.  The  PSD  team  recovered  all 
equipment  from  the  down  vehicle,  abandoned  the  vehicle  and  moved  to  BIAP 
via  the  back  gate.

Subject:  Shots  fired  by  a  Blackwater  Team  /  Chief  of  Mission 

Reporting  Office:  RSO  TOC  -  Baghdad 

Summary: 

At  approximately  1520  on  23  A%R  2Q05,  a  Blackwater  Security  Detail 
(PSD)  was  involved  in  a  shooting  incident  while  traveling  from  the 
International  Zone  to  Al-Hillah.  As  the  motorcade  approached  heavy  traffic 
and  was  stopped,  a  van  approached  the  motorcade  at  a  high  rate  of  speed. 
PSD  personnel  attempted  to  signal  the  driver  of  the  van  to  stay  back  using 
hand  signals,  flood  lamps,  a  pen  flare  and  weapons  display.  At  35  meters, 
one  team  member  fired  one  round  into  the  grill  of  the  approaching  van  and 
one  in  the  passenger  compartment.  Once  the  vehicle  approached  to 
approximately  30  meters,  another  team  member  fired  3  rounds  into  the 
passenger  compartment  of  the  vehicle.  The  van  then  swerved  to  the  left  and 
stopped.  The  van's  right  rear  door  then  opened  but  dark  curtains  covered  the 
opening  so  PSD  members  could  not  see  inside.  The  team  deployed  smoke  to 
cover  their  movements  and  continued  their  mission  to  USREO  Al-Hillah. 

No  PSD  team  members  or  principal  were  injured  in  the  attack.  There  was  no 
damage  to  the  motorcade  vehicles.  It  is  unknown  if  there  were  any  injuries 
inside  the  van.

Summary:  Aggressive  vehicle  fired  upon  by  PSD  team. 

At  approximately  0944,  10  May  05,  a  COM  PSD  team  observed  a 
white  sedan  approaching  their  motorcade  while  en  route  to  a  power- 
plant  in  Qubas.  The  driver  of  the  vehicle  moved  around  a  line  of 
traffic,  approximately  1 00  meters  distant  from  the  motorcade,  failed  to 
yield  to  hand  signals  and  approached  the  motorcade  as  it  was  stopped 
in  traffic.  When  the  vehicle  got  within  50  meters  of  the  motorcade, 

the  turret  gunner  fired  one  jcaliber  round  into  the  engine  area  of 

the  car.  The  driver  slowed  his  forward  movement,  and  put  the  car  in 
reverse.  It  is  believed  the  driver  was  not  injured  during  the 
altercation.  No  COM  personnel  were  injured  during  the  incident.

Summary:  Blackwater  PSD  fires  eight  rounds  into  approaching  vehicle 
resulting  in  injury/possible  death  to  an  Iraqi  Local  National. 

On  September  11,  2005  at  approximately  0751  hrs,  a  Blackwater  PSD 
Advance  team  was  en  route  to  a  venue  in  the  Red  Zone  from  the 
International  Zone.  (IZ)  The  team  had  stopped  because  of  heavy  traffic,  the 
right  rear  and  left  rear  gunners  opened  the  follow  vehicle's  doors  and  using 
hand  signals  stopped  traffic  to  the  rear  of  the  motorcade  approximately  1 00 
meters  away.  The  right  rear  gunner  noticed  a  black,  four  door  BMW 
weaving  in  and  out  of  traffic  that  was  stopped  to  the  rear  of  the  motorcade. 
The  right  rear  gunner  stated  this  vehicle  was  approximately  1 10  meters  away 
from  the  motorcade.  The  vehicle  came  out  of  the  traffic  on  the  right  side. 
The  right  rear  gunner  was  using  hand  and  verbal  signals  in  an  attempt  to  stop 
the  vehicle,  which  was  traveling  at  approximately  45  miles  per  hour.  When 
the  vehicle  was  approximately  75  meters  away  from  the  motorcade,  the  right 
rear  fired  one  shot  from  his*  _ra^jrifle  into  the  front  grill  of  the  vehicle.

The  left  rear  fired  a  second  round  at  the 
driver's  side  windshield  when  the  vehicle  was  approximately  10  meters 
away.

On  approaching  the  bridge  at  the  above  grid,  there  was  no  Georgian  Army 
presence,  typically  they  are  out  controlling  traffic  and  making  their  presence 
obvious.  We  waited  for  approximately  2-3  minutes  with  a  heavy  flow  of  traffic 
making  their  way  off  of  the  bridge  from  the  other  side.  - 

A  white  car  occupied  by  2  Iraqi  males  came  to  a  stop  to  the  left  of  our 
vehicle  in  the  dirt  median.  They  sat  there  for  a  few  seconds.  My  door 
remained  closed  until  the  TC  said  "get  them  out  of  there!"  I  opened  the  door 
and  instructed  the  vehicle  to  leave  in  Arabic  ("emshee").  The  passenger  then 
exited  the  vehicle  gesturing  at  me,  the  driver  remained  in  his  seat.  After 
pointing  and  verbally  instructing  them  to  leave  at  least  3  times,  the  driver 
looked  as  though  he  was  reaching  for  something  on  the  floor,  moving  around, 
doing  this  at  least  3  times.  At  the  same  time  the  passenger  began  ducking 
back  into  the  vehicle  and  coming  out  again  (2  or  3  times),  also  appearing  to 
be  reaching  for  something  in  the  vehicle  (I  was  not  able  to  see  into  the  vehicle 
because  of  the  angle).  I  shouted  for  them  to  stop,  in  Arabic  ("ogutf")  and  to 
leave  again.  They  continued  their  actions. 

At  that  point  I  heard  "put  one"  from  behind  me,  believing  that  the  next  words 
would  be  "next  to  them."  At  the  time  I  thought  it  was  the  TC,  later  I  found  out 
that  it  was  the  driver.  Concerned  that  they  were  engaged  in  behavior  that  is 
typical  of  someone  getting  up  the  courage  to  take  an  aggressive  action,  I 
escalated  force  by  firing  a  shot  from  my  rifle  into  the  dirt  next  to  their  car 
in  the  hope  that  this  would  discourage  them  from  following  through  on  a 
possible  aggressive  action  (shooting  at  us)  and  avoid  further  escalation.

Summary:  COM  PSD  Team  fires  a  warning  shot  at  a  suspicious  vehicle  in 
Baqubah,  Iraq. 

On  September  26,  2005,  at  approximately  1530  hrs,  a  COM  PSD  Team  en 
support  of  the  State  Embedded  Team  (SET)  in  Baqubah,  Iraq  was  en  route 
from  the  Civil  Military  Operations  Center  (CMOC)  in  Baqubah  to  FOB 
Warhorse  was  involved  in  an  incident  and  a  warning  shot  was  fired.  The 
COM  PSD  Team  consisted  of  a;___H_  motorcade,  with  no  principal 
present.  The  motorcade  was  stopped  at  a  Georgian  Military  controlled 
checkpoint  awaiting  counter  flow  traffic  to  clear,  in  order  to  cross  a  one-way 
bridge.  A  white  four-door  sedan  occupied  by  two  males  had  just  crossed 
over  the  bridge  when  it  drove  up  onto  the  median  next  to  the  lead  vehicle  on 
the  left  hand  side  and  stopped.  Both  the  driver  and  the  passenger  of  the 
white  sedan  displayed  odd  behavior  as  they  kept  leaning  down,  as  if  they 
were  reaching  for  something  on  the  floor.  The  passenger  of  the  white  sedan 
got  out  of  the  car  and  would  occasionally  lean  down,  behind  the  open 
passenger's  side  door,  as  if  looking  for  something.  The  Left  Rear  (LR)  of 
the  lead  vehicle,  acting  on  instruction  from  the  Tactical  Commander  (TC), 
opened  the  door  of  the  lead  vehicle  and  began  to  give  hand  and  verbal 
signals  for  the  driver  (jf  Jhe|  jvfcite,  jsadan  t©;rh<fve  the  vehfcTfe-.The  passenger 
responded  in  Arabic  and  mode  hand  gestures  'towards  the.

Coming  back  from  the  International  Zone  towards  Baqubah  [was 
involved  in  a  non  lethal  shoot.  Using  RouterL™™,L(Baquban_local) tne 
motorcade  was  coming  up  on  an  IP  check  point  when  1  gave  the  call  to  create 
a  bubble.  The  CAT  vehicle  stopped  traffic  to  the  rear  as  we  were  waiting  for 
the  check  point  to  clear.  Every  vehicle  near  the  motorcade  at  that  time 
stopped  and  was  waiting  for  us  to  start  moving  when  the  well  gunner  spotted 
an  older  style  SUV  moving  towards  the  rear  of  the  motorcade  at  a  very  high 
rate  of  speed.

right  side  of  the  road.  The  convoy  commander's  vehicle  was  the  target. 
The  military  convoy  commander  did  a  check  via  radio  and  the  convoy 
proceeded  to  Al  Hillah  without  further  incident.  The  suburban  was  the 

~  vehicle  in  the  motorcade.  The  military  OIC  estimated  that  the  shell 
was  1 55mm.  Most  of  the  damage  was  to  the  upper  half  of  the  suburban  with 
the  auto  glass  being  blown  out.  No  one  was  injured  and  no  other  vehicles 
were  damaged.

SUMMARY:  The  following  information  is  preliminary;  it  is  based  upon 
written  statements  and  initial  interviews  of  the  COM  PSD  Team  involved: 
On  1 1/8/05  BW  Team     was  traveling  in  a'       'car  motorcade  within 
Diwaniyah  city  limits,  enroute  to  advance  a  venue.  Several  hundred  meters 
from  their  intended  destination  the  follow  car,  a  fully  armored  Ford 
Excursion,  was  hit  broadside  by  a  local  vehicle  traveling  at  high  speed. 
The  motorcade  had  been  forced  to  slow  its  speed  just  prior  to  this  collision 
by  a  second  car  which  interposed  itself  halfway  into  the  roadway.  The  force 
of  the  impact  pushed  the  follow  car  off  of  the  roadway  and  onto  a  nearby 
sidewalk,  knocking  over  several  pedestrians.  The  local  vehicle  immediately 
reversed  out  of  the  collision  scene  and  sped  away  after  loitering  briefly  at 
the  scene.  Team  members  believe  that  the  collision  could  possibly  have 
been  deliberate.

On  1 1/8/05  BW  Team     was  traveling  in  a   car  motorcade  within 

Diwaniyah  city  limits,  enroute  to  advance  a  venue.  Several  hundred 
meters  from  their  intended  destination  the  follow  car,  a  fully  armored 
Ford  Excursion,  was  hit  broadside  by  a  local  vehicle  traveling  at  high 
speed.  The  motorcade  had  been  forced  to  slow  its  speed  just  prior  to 
this  collision  by  a  second  car  which  interposed  itself  halfway  into  the 
roadway.  The  force  of  the  impact  pushed  the  follow  car  off  of  the 
roadway  and  onto  a  nearby  sidewalk,  knocking  over  several 
pedestrians.  The  local  vehicle  immediately  reversed  out  of  the 
collision  scene  and  sped  away  after  loitering  briefly  at  the  scene.  Team 
members  believe  that  the  collision  could  possibly  have  been  deliberate. 
The  PSD  team  then  exited  the  motorcade,  secured  the  area,  and 
confirmed  that  there  were  no  injured  PSD  personnel.  It  appears  no 
local  nationals  hit  by  the  vehicle  were  seriously  injured,  as  all  were 
coherent  and  ambulatory.  The  PSD  team  attempted  to  both  push  and 
tow  the  damaged  follow  car  several  times,  but  damage  to  the  axle  area 
made  this  impossible.  In  the  course  of  attempting  to  tow  the  vehicle  a 
crowd  began  to  grow  at  the  site  of  the  accident,  and  some  of  the  locals 
that  had  gathered  appeared  to  be  highly  agitated.  In  a  short  span  of 
time  the  crowd  grew  to  between  100  and  200  locals.  PSD  team 
members  observed  both  marked  (Iraqi  Police)  and  unmarked  vehicles 
arrive  at  the  rear  of  the  crowd,  carrying  individuals  with  RPG's  and 
automatic  weapons.

SUMMARY:    On  1 1/1 7/05,  at  app.  1 540  a  COM  PSD  shot  to  disable  an 

aggressive  vehicle  while  enroute  to  REO  Al-Hillah  from  the  Al-Kut 

Government  Center  (GC).

We  called  Baghdad  Radio  and  requested  military  air  and  ground  support  to 
contain  and  inspect  the  Mosque  for  sniper  suspects.  No  military  air  was  available  but  1 
BCT  said  they  were  sending  ground  vehicles.  At  approximately  40  minutes  into  the 
event  we  had  a  white  and  orange  taxi  try  to  flee  the  Mosque  on  the  North  access  road. 
We  still  did  not  have  military  ground  support  in  place  and  believed  all  personnel  should 
be  contained  within  the  Mosque  Compound  as  suspects.  We  waved  the  vehicle  to  turn 
around  but  they  did  not  stop.  We  fired  two  warning  shots  in  front  of  the  vehicle  and 
again  it  did  not  stop.

DYNCORP  INL  CONVOY  STRUCK  BY  IED 


SUBJECT:  DynCorp  INL  Convoy  Struck  by  IED 


REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSO  TOC  BAGHDAD 


SUMMARY:  On  December ,30  at  3:00  p.m.  local,  a  DynCorp  convoy  was 
attacked  by  an  Improvised  Explosive  Device  (IED)  while  returning  to 
Forward  Operating  Base  (FOB)  Taji  (northeast  Baghdad)  after  leaving  a 

Baghdad  prison.  The  lead  vehicle  of  the   armored  SUV  convoy  was 

struck  by  the  IED.  The  three  wounded  in  action  (WIA)  were  all  U.S.  citizens 
working  for  DynCorp. 

(Note:  This  convoy  was  supporting  movement  operations  of  INL  and  is  a 
NOT  a  Chief  of  Mission  (COM)  WPPS  PSD  protective  detail). 

The  injured  are  being  transported  to  the  Combat  Support  Hospital  (CSH)  in 
the  International  Zone.  No  further  information  on  the  extent  or  severity  of 
the  injuries. 

RSO  ACTIONS:  RSO  TOC  Baghdad  will  send  in  a  more  extensive  Spot 
Report  as  soon  as  more  information  becomes  available. 
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
